WILL  BIED  TWO  VESSELS 
FOR  PANAMA  CANAL  ROUTE 


Dominion  Government  Takes  Step  Towards  Satis- 
fying Requirements  of  British  Columbia  Trade — 
Alternative  to  Proposal  That  Customs  Office 
Should  Be  Established  at  New  York. 


VICTORIA  AND  VANCOUVER 

MAY  EACH  GET  CONTRACT 


JVork  to  Be  Taken  in  Hand  Immediately — Decision 
Likely  to  Have  Important  Effect  on  Pacific 
Coast  Business — Opening  Up  of  Good  Oppor- 
tunities for  Trade. 


OTTAWA,  Nov.  25. — An  Important 
official  announcement  was  made  today 
by  Hon.  Dr.  Reld,  that  an  order-ln- 
counotl  baa  been  paaaad  for  the  con- 
struction of  two  vessels  In  British  Col- 
umbia to  be  placed  on  the  trade  be- 
tween the  Canadian  Atlantic  and  Brit- 
ish Columbia  porta  vib  the  "Panama 
Canal.  The  contracts  for  the  building 
of  these  vessels  will  be  let  Immediate- 
ly  by    the   Department   of    Hallways. 

This  1m  an  important  atep,  aa  it  la 
the  first  time  the  Canadian  Government 
has  entered  the  commercial  water 
transportation  business.  For  some 
time  business  interests  have  been  urg- 
ing that  a  customs  officer  be  located  at 
New  York  to  facilitate  trade  via  the 
Panama  Canal  to  British  Columbia  Ob- 
jection to  this  policy  was  taken  on  the 
ground  that  it  would  divert  business 
to  American  transportation  systems. 
The  volution  is  found  In  the  establish- 
ment of  a  direct  Government  service 
between  the  Atlantic  and  British  Col- 
umbia  porta. 

Balls  !•  British  Columbia 

The  official  statement  Is  as  follows: 

"During  hla  recent  vlalt  to  Britlah 
Columbia.  Dr.  Reld  was  strongly  urged 
to  Have  aome  arrangement  effected 
whereby  an  all-water  communication 
between  the  Eastern  ports  on  the  At- 
lantis and  British  Columbia  ports  on 
the  Pacific  might  be  had  through  the 
Panama  Canal.  It  waa  found  impos- 
sible, owing  to  the  existing  conditions, 
to  charter  vessels  for  thla  aervlce,  but, 
in  view  of  the  earnest  wish  of  the 
Britlah  Columbia  people  to  obtain  a, 
direct  service  from  Canadian  Atlantic 
porta  to  Britlah  Columbia  porta  with 
British  bottoms.  Dr.  Raid  succeeded  In 
having  an  order-ln-councll  passed  for 
-  the  construction  by  the  Department  of 
Hallways  and  Canajs  of  two  veaaels  in 
British  Columbia,  which  vessels  when 
completed  would  be  started  in  this 
aervloe.

VANCOUVER,  B.C.,  Nov.  25.— Defin- 
ite atepa  leading  toward*  a  cloaer  trade 
relationship  between  Eastern  Canada 
and  the  West  Indies  and  the  port  of 
Vancouver,  via  the  water  route  through 
the  Paaama,  Canal,  are  made  posalble 
by  an  order-in-council  paaaed  by  the 
Dominion  Government  at  Ottawa  to- 
day, and  the  first  evidence  of  tbla  Is 
expected  to  bo  the  signing  of  contracts 
Monday  for  the  construction  of  two 
veaaela  of  2,500  tons  register  each,  ona 
to  be  built  in  Vancouver  and  the  other 
In  Victoria. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Stevens,  Ml',  who  has  been 
working  in  connection  with  tbe  matter 
for  aome  time,  today  received  a  tele- 
gram from  Ottawa  notifying  him  that 
the  order-ln-councll  had  been  paaaed. 

The  veaaels  will  be  operated  by  the 
Department  of  Railwaya  of  the  Domin- 
ion Government,  the  dealgn  being  to 
work  up  an  exchange  of  freights  be- 
tween the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific,  and 
to  add  to  the  capacity  and  number  of 
veaaels  engaged  in  the  trade  as  the 
traffic  develops. 

Suggests*   by   Shippers 

When  Hon.  Dr.  Reld,  Minister  of  Cus- 
toms, waa  In  Vancouver  a  short  time 
ago,  in  discussing  the  desire  of  local 
shippers  to  secure  a  customs  officer  in 
New  Ycrk  to  pasa  freight  In  bond  from 
Eastern  Canadian  point*,  from  rail  to 
steamer  destined  for  Vancouver,  it  waa 
auggeated  that  if  steamers  owned  by 
private  companies  could  not  be  secured 
to  deliver  cargoes  in  Vancouver  from 
Canadian  Atlantic  porta  direct,  the 
Dominion  Government  might  utilise 
aome  of  the  ateamera  It  owns  to  pro- 
vide the  aervlce. 

While  Mr.  Steven*  was  eaat  a  short 
time  ago  Dr.  Reld  went  to  New  York 
to  leek  Into  ahipplng  conditions,  and 
Mr.  Stevens  also  made  exhaustive  In- 
quiry. It  waa  found  that  the  Maple 
Leaf  Line,  which  prior  to  the  war  oper- 
ated regular  veaaela  between  New  Tork 
and  tbla  coast,  waa  not  now  in  a  posi- 
tion to  quote  rates  for  definite  delivery 
here,  and  there  waa  no  poaalbllity  for 
securing  a  aervloe  from  Canadian  porta 
from  among  existing  carrying  com- 
panies. The  war  created  sack  a  demand 
for  tonnage  that  the  situation  appeared 
hopeless  of  execution  by  privately 
owned  veaaela.  The  ships  owned  by  the 
Dominion  Government  are  also  actively 
employed  In  Important  traffic.  Mr. 
ate  vena  then  auggeated  to  Dr.  Held  that 
the  Government  ahould  either  eharter  or 
build  two  veaaela  to  start  the  trade 
with,  and  the  latter  suggestion  waa 
adopted,  aa  no  ateamera  can  be  chartered 
except  at  extremely  high  rates. 


neaa  waa  Important,  Mr.  Stevena  stated 
that  he  had  made  a  study  of  conditions 
in  the  West  Indies,  and  great  oppor- 
tunities for  profitable  interchange  ex- 
isted there.  There  would  be  a  good 
market  In  the  Islanda  for  Britlah  Col- 
umbia fish,  lumber  and  ahlnglsa,  flour, 
apples,  oats,  potatoes,  hay,  paper  and  so 
on.  In  return '  the  Islands  could  ship 
here  tropical  fruit,  pulpa  for  Jam  manu- 
facture, coffee,  ,  cocoa  and  many  other 
commodities. 

Oae  te  Victoria 
Mr.  Stevena  expressed  himself  aa  be- 
ing exceedingly  enthusiastic  aa  to  the 
development  of  thla  new  trade  and  tbe 
strong  impetua  it  would  give  the  ex- 
port bualneaa  of  Vancouver  generally. 
He  aaid  that  he  expected  that  the  con- 
tracts for  the  conatruction  of  the  two 
veaaela  would  be  algned  on  Monday,  pro- 
vided the  shipbuilding  companies  were 
prepared  to  undertake  the  work.  He 
aald  that  It  was  expected  that  the  Wal- 
lace shipyards  would  build  the  one  to 
be  constructed.  In  Vancouver,  while  the 
one  to  be  built  in  Victoria  would  pro-, 
bably  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Cameron- 
Genoa  Mills  Shipbuilders,  Limited.

LONDON,  Nov.  SB.— The  Inhabitants 
of  Deal,  on  the  Kent  coaat,  aaya  a 
Central  News  dispatch,  were  arouaed 
at  midnight  on  Thursday  by  the  sound 
of  firing  at  sea.  Crowds  which  lined 
the  waterfront  saw  flashes  from  guns 
la  a  northeasterly  direction,  but  the 
warships  apparently  were  IS  or  20 
miles  away.  The  booming  of  the  guns, 
the  dispatch  adds,  continued  for  20 
minutes,  when  the  sky  darkened  again 
and   the  people  returned  to  their  bedB. 

The  following  official  report  was  is- 
sued today; 

"Six  German  destroyers  during  the 
night  of  Thursday  attempted  to  ap- 
proach the  north  end  of  the  Downs, 
but  were  seen  by  a  patrol  vessel.  The 
enemy  fired  about  twelve  rounds  and 
quickly  steamed  off.  One  ahell  hit  a 
drifter  without  Injuring  any  of  the 
crew  and  only  damaging  her  upper- 
works.  No  shell  fell  anywhere  near 
the  open  town  of  Samagate."

BERLIN,  Nov.  26. — The  following  of- 
ficial   statement    waa    issued    today: 

"Portions  of  our  naval  forcea  on 
Thursday  night  and  Friday  morning 
advanced  against  the  mouth  of  the 
Thames  and  northern  outlet  of  the 
Downa.  With  the  exception  of  an  out- 
post vessel,  which  waa  sunk  by  gun- 
fire, no  enemy  forces  were  encountered. 
The  fortified  place  of  Ramsgate  waa 
aubjected  to  artillery  fire. 

"Nothing  of  the  Britlah  fleet  was 
visible  and  our  forcea  therefore  with- 
drew, returning  safely  to  their  home 
base."

ROME,  Nov.  ». — "In  the  valley  of 
the  Adlga  we  repulsed  a  weak  attack  In 
the  direction  of  Nana,  south  of  the  de- 
pression between  Lopplo  and  Mori,"  aaya 
today'a  official  announcement. 

"On  the  remainder  of  the  Trentlno 
front  there  were  only  artillery  duels.

"On  the  Julian  front,  the  enemy's  ar- 
tillery waa  particularly  active  against 
our  positions  on  Montenero  aad  aaat  of 
Oorlata. 

"Hostile  aircraft  dropped  bombs  on 
Agnene,  Gringo  and  Prlmolano,  In  the 
Sugane  Valley,  wounding  two  person*. 
They  were  driven  off  by  our  aeroplanes."

Proposal  Strongly  Cond&nned 
by  New  York  Newspapers 
— Adoption  Would  Be  Dis- 
astrous  to   United   States, 


#NEW  YORK,  Nov.  26.— Moat  of  the 
prominent  New  York  newspapers  take 
a  strong  position,  editorially,  against 
the  proposed  embargo  on  the  exporta- 
tion of  foodstuffs,  on  the  ground  that 
the  measure  is  an  obvious  political 
move.  The  World  is  the  moat  out- 
apoken  on  thla  issue. 

"Defeated  in  all  ita  other  plana,"  The 
World  declares,  "the  German  propa- 
ganda still  adheres  to  the  embargo. 
When  strikes  and  terrorism  engineered 
by  German  agents  failed,  the  movement 
became  political  and  economic.  The 
re-election  of  President  Wilson  leaves 
nothing  to  the  German  agitators  but 
the  forlorn  hope  that  Congress  will  for- 
bid the  exportation  of  foodstuffs.  Mem- 
bers of  Congress  who  may  Innocently 
have  fallen  into  the  trap,  should  be 
warned  not  only  oy  our  obligations  as 
neutrals,  but  by  the  experience  of  our 
own  American  predecessors  in  1807-  15." 

The  World  predicts  that  the  atoppage 
of  exports  would. cause  a  slump  Ingrain 
and  provisions  that  would  paralyze  in- 
dustry and  Jeopardise  business  from 
coast  to  coast  In  the  United  States. 

"The  injury  Inflicted  on  ourselves 
would  be  infinitely  greater  than  the  in- 
Jury  suffered  by  Great  Britain  and 
Prance."

LONDON.  Nay.  «.— Tba  Morwei 
ateamera  Oifjeld,  of  1,228  tona,  and 
Trym,  1,810  tons,  are  reported  to  have 
been  aunk,  according  to  an  announce- 
ment made  by  Lloyds. 

The  Swedish  government  hss  ordered 
lta  charge  d'affaires  at  Berlin  to  Investi- 
gate the  sinking  or  the  steamship  Ar- 
thur, according  to  a  Stockholm  dispatch 
to  Reuter's.

MOUNTAIN  GUNS  GIVEN  UP 
BY  ATHENS  AUTHORITIES 


First  Delivery  of  Arms  in  Response  to  Demand  of 
Entente — Royalist  Troops  and  Reservists  Threat- 
ening to  Make  Trouble— Provisional  Government 
Declares  War  on  Bulgaria. 


ATHENS.  Nov.  25. — The  first  delivery 
of  arms  demanded  of  the  Greek  govern- 
ment by  Admiral  du  Fouraet,  command- 
er of  the  Entente  squadron,  consisted  of 
ten  batteries  of  mountain  guns.  The 
demand  declares  that  failure  to  comply 
with  it  before  December  1  will  reault  in 
measures  being  taken. 

Admiral  du  Fournet'a  latest  note,  fix- 
ing a  brief  period  in  which  Greek  arma 
are  to  be  surrendered,  generally  excited 
the  people  of  Athena  The  Premier  In- 
formally explained  that  tbe  admiral,  in 
reply  to  the  government's  refusal  of  his 
demand,  brushed  aside  the  reasons  for 
his  refusal  and  simply  set  December  1 
as  the  date  for  the  surrender  of  arma 
The  note,  aaid  the  Premier,  did  not  ad- 
mit of  discussion. 

Admiral  du  Fournet's  note.  Entente 
diplomats  aay,  revlewa  at  length  the  ar- 
gumenta  of  the  Greek  government  Jus- 
tifying thla  refusal  to  surrender  arms, 
refer*  again  to  Franco's  proposal  to  pay 
for  the  arma  or  replace  them  after  the 
war,  declares  that  the  Entente  Allied 
Powers  do  not  make  the  demand  be 
cauae  they  are  In  need  of  armament 
but  because  they  feel  that  the  war  ma 
terlals  in  Greece  would  be  better  em- 
ployed In  defending  Macedonia,  "for  the 
liberty  of  which  Hellenic  Mood  has  so 
often  been  spilled,  than  stored  in  the 
arsenals." 

An  official  close,  to  the  .King  has  aa- 
Mired  the  Associated  Preae  that  the  sur- 
render of  arms  no  longer  depends  on 
the  Sovereign  or  the  Government.  He 
declared  that  the  King's  beet  efforts  so 
far   had   proved  frulUeea

Nov.  26.— The  Greek  Gov- 
ernment, having  examined  anew  Into 
the  demand  of  Vice-admiral  du  Four- 
net,  on  behalf  of  the  Entente  Powers, 
that  It  surrender  Ita  arma  and  ammuni- 
tion to  the  Entente  forcea,  baa  decided 
not  to  insist  on  realateace  te  the  de- 
mand, according  to  a  report  from  Athena 
received  In  a  wlreleea  deapetch  from 
Rome  today.

SEEK  TO  HIT 
-  S1KE 


Representatives  of  U.M.W.  on 
Way  to  Ottawa  to  Confer 
With  'Ministers — Reported 
Determination  of  Men. 


OTTAWA,  Nov.  25. — Two  delegates 
of  the  Miners'  Union  at  Fernle,  B.  C, 
President  Graham  and  Mr.  Rees,  mem- 
ber of  the  international  board,  will  ar- 
rive in  Ottawa  on  Monday*  to  consult 
with  Hon.  T.  W.  Oothers,  Minister  of 
Labor,  and  the  Government  in  regard 
to  the  threatened  strike  in  Western 
mines.  The  strike  waa  timed  to  take 
place  today,  but  now  has  bten  post- 
poned, pending  the  result  of  the  dele- 
gates'   interview    with   the   Government. 

The  whole  situation  will  be  discussed 
by'  the  members  of  tbe  Government 
with  the  men.  Mr.  J.  T.  Waiters,  presi- 
dent of  the  Dominion  Labor  Congress, 
and  other  labor  leaders  will  be  con- 
sul ted. 

While  It  U  realised  that  poaalbly  the 
men  have  a  good  case,  yet  It  Is  felt 
that  It  would  be  a  blow  at  organised 
union  if  the  men  persisted  in  regard- 
ing as  "a  scrap  of  paper"  the  agreement 
which  they  algned  only  laat  August. 
and  which  will  expire  next  April,  when 
will  have  a  chance  of  reopening 
the  whole  aubject.  Thla  aide  of  the  sit- 
uation will  undoubtedly  be  placed  be- 
fore the  delegates  on  their  arrival  in 
the  capital. 

Determination  of  Ulnars

ROUMANIAN  TROOPS  ESCAPE 
FROM  TRAP  NEAR  ORSOVA 


Reported  to  Have  Succeeded  in  Extricating  Them- 
selves From  Teutonic  Net  and  Destroyed  Great 
Quantity  of  Cereals-^-May  Thrust  Wedge  Be- 
tween Two  Invading  Armies. 


DEFENDERS  CHECK  ADVANCE 

OF  FORCE  {CROSSING  DANUBE 


Strong  Russo-Roumanian  Army  in  Alt  Valley  May 
Be  Able  to  Deliver  Effective  Counter-Offensive 
— Germans  ReporJ  Further  Progress — British 
Airplanes  Fly  to  Bucharest. 


LONDON.  Nov.  26.— The  Roumanian 
troops  operating  on  the  extreme  left 
of  the  Roumanian  line  in  Wallachla 
have  extricated  themselves  after  de- 
stroying millions  of  hundredweights  of 
cereals,  according  to  a  wireless  dls- 
patoh  received  today  from  Petrograd. 

That  the  Roumanians  have  succeeded 
in  extricating  themselves  from  tjie  en- 
veloping movement  In  the  extreme  west 
isrthe  most  encouraging  news  from  this 
thfatre  of  war,  on  which  the  eyes  of 
the  world  are  focused,  to  reach  Lon- 
don in  several  days..  If  this,  aa  well  as 
the  additional  Information  that  the 
Roumanians  In  their  retirement  were 
able  to  destroy  large  quantltiea  of 
cereals,  proves  to  be  true,  It  means  that 
they  have  placed  a  wedge  .between  Or- 
sova  and  Craiova,  and  perhaps  rejoined 
the  forces  on  the  Alt. 

Kay  Deliver  Counter-Stroke 

This  is  evidently  the  Roumanian  force 
whloh  earlier  Berlin  advices  said  was 
offering  such  stubborn  resistance  to  the 
northeast  of  Turnu-Severin.  It  waa  shut 
off-  by  the  Austro-Germana  from  the 
north,  and  was  being  hemmed  In  eaat 
and  west.  It  waa,  therefore,  only  a 
question  whether  Field  Marshal  von 
Mackensen's  force,  which  crossed  the 
Danube,  would  be  able  to  advance  Into 
Roumanla  fast  enough  to  cut  off  King 
Ferdinand's  soldiers.  In  this  the  Aus- 
tro-Germana evidently  failed,  aa  an 
earlier  Roumanian  communication  told 
of  tbe  arrest  of  his  advance  north  of 
islacz  and  Zlmnltsa.  Optimlsta  here 
expect  a  strong  counter-offensive  at  the 
right  moment  by  the  strong  Russo- 
Roumanian  ■  forces  known  to  be  in  the 
Alt  vaRay.  •

SEATTLE,  Nov.  IS. — A  trolley  car 
bound  for  Lake  Washington  ran  away 
on  the  hill  on  East  Madison  'street,  east 
of  25th  Avenue,  tonight,  and  after 
gaining  momentum  by  a  race  of  four 
blocks  crashed  Into  another  trolley 
car  moving  In  the  same  direction.

Syndicate  of  Canadian  Banks  to  Estab- 
lish Oae  for  sa o ,000.000  Applying 
to  Oaaade 

MONTREAL,  Nov.  25.— Mr.  E.  L. 
Pease,  as  president  of  the  Canadian 
Bankers'  Association,  announces  that  a 
syndicate  of  Canadian  banks  has  com- 
puted arrangements  to  extend  a  re- 
volving credit  for  six  months  to  the 
extent  to  $20,000,000  to  the  Royal 
Wheat  Commission  of  Grsat  Britain,  for 
the  purchase  of  wheat  In  Canada, 

The  announcement  follows  closely  on 
the  report  of  a  week  ago  that  Canadian 
banks  were  considering  an  appeal  for  a 
credit  Of  $30,000,000  to  the  imperial 
authorities  for  the  same  purpose.  On 
Wednesday  last  announcement  was 
made  at  New  Tork  that  the  Corn  Ex- 
change  Bank  of  that  city  had  arranged, 
in  association  with  other  banking  In- 
stitutions of  New  York,  to'  loan  $25,- 
000,000  to  the  Wheat  Export  Company, 
representing  the  British  grain  agents, 
for  the  purchase  of  wheat  in  Canada 
and  the  United  States,  but  chiefly  In 
Canada  It  Is  understood  that  a  email 
group  of  Canadian  banks  will  partici- 
pate in  the  latest  credit 

The  credit  will  provide  funds  for  the 
purchase  and  shlpmsnt  of  wheat  bought 
here  for  the  Imperial  authorities,  and, 
probably,  for  Its  storage  over  the  Win- 
ter months,  if  and  when  necessary.

LONDON.  Nov.  26.— The  Time*,  in  a 
leading  article  entitled  "The  Dove  and 
the  Answer,"  says: 

"The  German  dove  la  cooing  again 
with  desperate  vigor  across  the  Atlan- 
tic. We  knew  his  monotonous  vote* 
would  be  raised  anew  with  the  winter. 
It  is  seasonal.  If  It  Is  earlier  than 
usual  this  year  Verdun  and  the  Ancre 
may  account  for  the  phenomenon. 

"On  Saturday  last  all  the  German 
newspapers  were  allowed  to  circulate,  on 
the  authority  of  an  obscure  Swiss  Jour- 
nal, the-  Joyful  tiding*  that  American 
Intervention  was  Imminent.  The  state- 
ment was  fathered  from  an  Independent 
diplomatic  source.' 

"We  are  not  In  the  least  Impressed 
by  the  strain.  We  expected  It,  and  here 
It  Is.  There  Is  not  a  new  note  In  it. 
It  Is  like  much  more  In  the  war — a 
clumsy  German  imitation  of  the  favor- 
ite device  of  Napoleon.  He  never  tired 
of  telling  of  his  devotion  to  peace.  He 
used  to  enlarge  on  it  regularly  In  each 
fresh  demand  to  his  crowned  satellites 
In  Germany  for  more  kannon-futter. 

"He  found  Just  the  same  obstacles  to 
hia  benevolent  plans  for  the  pacification 
of  the  world.  It  was  always  malevo- 
lent England  who  obstructed  them. 
There  were  others,  of  course,  but  they 
varied;  England  was  there  always.  In- 
spiring, subsidising,  lighting  and  refus- 
ing 'the  freedom  of  the  seas.'  She 
would  not  make  peace  herself  and  would 
not  suffer  him  to  impose  peace  on 
others;  therefore  she  waa  an  enemy  of 
the  human  race. 

Sincere  as  sTayoleea 

"Napoleon  was  quite  as  sincere  as  the 
German  squallers.  He  truly  desired 
peace.  He  was  truly  ready  to  make  it 
at  almost  any  moment  of  his  career, 
and  he  truly  charged  England  with  re- 
fusing It  and  urging  others  to  refuse  it. 
We  did  so  because  the  only  pence  he 
wanted  was  a  peace  which  would  leave 
him  supreme  of  Europe,  consecrate  the 
triumph  of  'militarism,'  and  put  It  In 
his  power  to  prepare  for  fresh  wars. 

"That  Is  the  sort  of  peace,  and  the 
only  sort  of  peace,  which  Germany 
wants  today.  We  do  not  doubt  that 
she  wanta  it  very%much,  but  we  and  our 
Allies  are  absolutely  determined  never 
to  give  It  to  her. 

"She  can  have  peace  tomorrow  If  she 
chooses.  She  knows  the  terma  They 
were  stated  by  the  Prime  Minister  at 
the  Guildhall  In  the  first  months  of  the 
war.  They  have  been  again  and  again 
repeated  since;  they  have  never  varied, 
and  they  are  accepted,  approved,  and 
sanctioned   by   all    the    Allies. 

"There  Is  not  the  slightest  foundation 
for  'peace  talk'  at  present,  whatever  fic- 
tions the  anonymous  emissaries  of  the 
WUhelmstrasse  may  attempt  to  palm  off 
on  American  and  other  neutrals."

LONDON,  Nov.  J5.— With  reference 
to  the  royal  proclamation  issued  yes- 
terday making  all  financial  instru- 
ments contraband,  It  Is  explained  offi- 
cially that  the  Entente  Governments 
frankly  Intend,  if  possible,  to  prevent 
every  transaction  calculated  to  assist 
the  Teutonic  Allies  to  prosecute  bel- 
ligerent operations  In  any  part  of  the 
world. 

Hitherto,  it  is  asserted,  there  have 
been  attempts  by  the  Central  Powers 
to  evade  the  terms  of  a  previous  proc- 
lamation Issued  last  April.  The  offlctcl 
statement  adds: 

"Money  in  the  long  run  wins  wars, 
and  no  one  who  realises  the  power  of 
money  can  regard  our  actions  as 
either  illegitimate  or  unnecessary.  As 
an  Indication  of  the  vast  Importance  of 
the  question,  it  Is  calculated  roughly 
that  since  the  Allies  began  examining 
malls  to  neutrals  contiguous  to  Ger- 
many they  have  stopped  about  £60,- 
000.000  which  was  going  to  banks  or 
persons  In  enemy  countries  and  in- 
cluding large  numbers  of  subscriptions 
to  enemy  war  loans. 

"If  Instruments  transferring  auch 
vast  quantities  of  money  to  the  enemy 
are  not  to  be  regarded  as  contraband. 
It  Is  Impossible  to  concede  what  can 
properly  be  so  regarded." 

The  proclamation  gives  the  follow- 
ing definition  of  what  will  be  consid- 
ered contraband: 

Gold,  silver,  paper  money,  securities.

First  Objective  Is  Reached  in 
Contest  With  Russian  Reac- 
tionary Elements  —  Much 
Yet  to  Be  Accomplished, 


PETROGRAD,  Nov.  26.— The  resigna- 
tion of  Boris  Vladlmirovltch  Bturmer  as 
Premier  and  Foreign  Miniater,  which  be- 
came known  yesterday  with  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  appointment  of  M. 
Trejoff  as  Premier,  had  long  been  ac- 
cepted as  an  inevitable  outcome  of  the 
struggle  between  the  present  cabinet 
and  the  Duma.  It  caused  no  more  than 
mild  surprise,  and. this  was  due  less  to 
the  event  Itself  than  the  rapidity  with 
which  the  situation  has  matured  alnce 
the  definite  break  between  the  Duma  and 
the  Government. 

It  is  almost  Impossible  to  over-esti- 
mate not  only  the  political  but  the  na- 
tional significance  of  the  Duma  victory, 
since  for  the  first  tims  In  history,  Rus- 
sian public  opinion  is  considered  to  have 
triumphed  over  Influences  which  were 
regarded  as  antagonistic  to  good  gov- 
ernment. 

M.  Trepoff* «  appointment  to  the  post  of 
Prime  Minister  Is  greeted  with  satis- 
faction by  the  newspapers,  which,  how- 
ever, express  the  opinion  that  this  is 
only  the  first  step  toward  carrying  out 
the  programme  which  Is  dictated  by  pre- 
sent political  necessities.  According  to 
the  Bach,  the  resignation  of  M.  Sturmer 
Is  the  first  occasion  In  the  course  of 
Russia's  constitutional  history  which 
clearly  establishes  between  the  Govern- 
ment and  the  majority  the  voice  of  tha 
Duma. 

First  Object  Accomplished 

"The  Duma."  says  the  Rech,  "has  ac- 
complished its  first  object,  but  it  does 
not  necessarily  follow  that  the  rest  of 
the  programme  will  be  executed.  The 
changes  in  the  cabinet  desired  by  the 
majority  in  the  Duma  have  not  been 
fully  carried  out;  only  the  chief  figure 
ha*  been  put  aside.  Further  changes 
must  follow,  the  most  important  of 
which  is  the  dismissal  of  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  and  the  appointment  of 
a  proper  person  *s  Foreign  Minister." 

Other  newspapers,  In  expressing  the 
same  views,  although  In  modified  form, 
aay  that  the  conflict  has  not  yet  ended, 
and  that  considerable  difference  still 
exists  between  what  has  been  accom- 
plished and   what  Is  desired. 

The  ukase  suspending  the  Duma  until 
December  2  Is  considered  to  have  been 
due  to  the  necessity  of  the  new  Prime 
Minister  forming  a  new  programme  and 
to  the  advisability  of  giving  opportun- 
ity for  conferences  between  the  Govern- 
ment and  Duma  leaders  In  order  that  a 
full  understanding  may  be  reached  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  the  Duma  \ 

M.  Trepoff  belongs  to  the  Conserva- 
tive group.  He  has  held  prominent  court 
positions,  and  asalsted  In  conferences 
under  imperial  direction  to  consider 
changes  in  the  Duma  and  the  Imperial 
Council  In  1905.  In  1114  he  was  mad* 
a  member  of  the  Imperial  Council.  Since 
1»1S  M.  Trepoff  has  been  Minister  of 
Way*  and  Communications.  Recently  he 
was  appointed  Secretary  of  State  to  the 
Emperor. 


LONDON.  Nov.  2*.— The  change  In  the 
Russian  premiership  has  been  received 
bere  with  the  keenest  interest  The 
significance  of  the  change  la  Indicated 
by  the  comments  in  the  editorials  In 
the  London  newspapers  today.  The 
Dally  News  says: 

"The  most  Important  fact  Is  that  the 
Pie-German  agitation  which  lately  has 
been  going  on  In  Russia  ha*  now  been 
finally  crushed." 

A  somewhat  similar  position  Is  taken 
by   the  Chronicle,   which  says: 

The  fall  of  Premier  Sturmer  was  due 
to  criticism  en  two  ground*  first,  the 
disorganisation  of  the  Russian  food 
supply,  and  second,  the  alleged  attempt 
to  promote  a  patched-op  peace."

The   accounts    given   of   the  Children 
of  larael     after     their     departure  from 
Egypt  purport  to  bo  history.-  By  whom 
they  were  written  la  very  uncertain,  but 
la  a   general   way   they   were  accepted 
toy  the  Jewlah  people  aa  correct.    By  tha 
way.  it  to  not  proper  to  apeak  of  the 
people  to  whom  tha  Ten  Commandments 
were  given  aa  Jew*,  that  being  the  name 
ottly  of  a  part  of  the  reee  which  lived 
a  long  time  afterwarda  In  the  kingdom 
of    Judaea,    no    one    knows    for    certain 
what  became  of  the  other  deacendants 
of     larael.     When     therefore     wo    read 
abows-the  giving  of  the  Law  on  Mount 
Sinai    we   are   not   reading   the  history 
of  the  human  race,  but  only  of  a  very 
small  part  of  it.    The  Children  of  larael 
lived  In  Egypt  for  a  very  tong  time,  how 
long  Is  uncertain.     At  first  their  lot  was 
ajhappy  one.  but  they  ware  after  a  time 
reduced   to  a  condition  of  alavery,  and 
it  was  for  the  most  part,  if  not  wholly, 
a  horde  of  elavee'whenvJtoaea  led  into 
tbe  desert'  of  Sinai.     Whan  they  were 
alls  from   pursuit,  their    leader    began 
the  stupendous  task  of  making  a  nation 
oat  of  a  rabble,  and   the  first  atep  in 
ibat  direction  waa  to  formulate  a  code 
oj(  fundamental   lswa.     ^lence   the  Ten 
Commandments.     There   waa  not  much 
new  In  them.     Monotheiam  waa  only  a 
restatement   of   the  belief   that   distin- 
guished Abraham  from  bis  contempor- 
aries, and   the  injunction  against   idol- 
atry followed    as  a     matter     of  course 
f rdm    th*    command    that    they    should 
have   no  "other   god   before   the   God   of 
fnetr  fathers.     The  prohibition  of  pro- 
fanity waa  no  new  thing.     It  is  to  be 
found  In  all  ancient  religions.     Neither 
was  respect   for   parents  anything   new, 
nor  waa   the  prohibition  of  the  several 
acta   mentioned  in   the  laat  five  of  the 
Commandments.    So  far  mi  we  know  the 
command  enjoining    the     observance  of 
the  sabbath  may  have  been  new.    When 
you  reflect  that  great  clvlltoatlone  had 
flourished   and   decayed  and   others  had 
taken  their  places  perhaps  many  titans 
before  the  exodus  from  Egypt,  you  will 
realise  that   humanity    muat  have   rec- 
ognised  moot,  if  not  all.  of  the  Com- 
mandmenta,   or    otherwise      the    world 
would  have  been  In  a  state  of  anarchy. 
You   muat  admit  that  If  life  and  pro- 
perty  ware  insecure,   if  falsehood  Were 
rife.    If    the   family   ties    were   not    re- 
spected.   If  tha    relations   of   the  Sexes 
were   not    regulated,    organised    society 
would  be   impossible.     If  tbe   Children 
of  Israel  were  to  be  welded  Into  a  na- 
tion. It  waa  neeeaeary  that  tbeae  fun- 
damental  rules  must  he  Impressed  up- 
on them.     There  waa  no  special  virtue 
In  the  observsnee     of     the  Command- 
menta and  there  to  not  now.    if  not  to 
bavo  mora  than  one  God,  not  to  wor- 
ship   Idols,    not    to   be   profane,    not    to 
work  oh  Sunday,  to  respect  one's  par- 
ants  and  not  to  .commit  tbe  acta  pro- 
hibited by  tha  Commandmenta  most  or 
as  are   pretty   virtuous,  and   the  moat 
virtuous   of    ua   all   are    people   In   the 
penitent  lar  lee.

Another  day  has  gone  by  and  the  Bal- 
kan Peninsula  continues  to  have  the 
place  in  tbe  limelight.  Reports  from 
Roumanla  allege  that  the  Roumanian 
Invasion  has  been  brought  to  a  stand- 
still, but  particulars  are  lacking.  Tbe 
Allies  continue  their  advance  in  the  re- 
gion of  Monastir,  but  no  new  reaulta  of 
Importance  are  reported.  There  was 
Httle  or  no  newa  from  other  points  on 
the  front,  except  of  an  attempted  raid 
on  the  English  coast  by  German  de- 
stroyers, which  proved  a  complete  fix- 

sle. 

Two  items  of  interesting  news  came 
from  Greece  yesterday.  One  waa  to  the 
effect  that  the  King  will  consent  to 
surrender  the  arms  and  munitions  de- 
manded by  tbe  Allies,  which  waa  what 
we  suggested  a  day  or  two  ago  he 
would  do.  The  other  to  that  the  pro- 
visional government  headed  by  Venl- 
xeloe  ^haa  declared  war  on  Bulgaria. 
Thia  will  add  a  considerable  number  of 
men  to  the  Allied  armies,  and  Is  likely 
to  arouse  much  enthusiasm  throughout 
the  country.  The  King  finds  himself  In 
a  very  eatreordlnary  poaltlon.  He  ha* 
lost  hla  fleet;  be  to  about  to  lose  most 
of  hto  war  material,  and  he  flnds  more 
than  half  hto  people  at  war,  while  he 
atanda  aloof.  What  ia  toft  of  Greek 
kingship  ia  not  worth  talking  about 
Constantino  may  And  himself  compelled 
to  follow  the  Teutonic  embassies  to  Ka- 
vale,  and  take  the  first  train  to  Ber- 
lin, wherovhe  can  be  closs  to  his  brother- 
in-law. 


The  treatment  accorded  to  the  Bel- 
gian people  by  the  German  Invaders  to 
of  so  dreadful  a  character  that  one  muat 
go  to  Central  Africa  in  the  worst  daya 
of  the  alave  trade  to  And  a  parallel  to 
It.  When  we  consider  the  difference 
between  mode*  of  living,  family  and 
other  relations  In  a  highly  civilised 
country  like  Belgium  and  those  existing 
In  Central  Africa,  we  are  compelled  to 
say  that  In  point  of  atrocity  the  treat- 
ment meted  out  to  Belgium  Is  the  worst 
that  ever  befell  any  people.  It  only  will 
atrengthen  the  reaolve  of  our  nation 
and  Its  Allies  to  put  an  end  Once  and 
for  all  to  the  possibility  of  a  repetition 
of  each   brutality. 

It  Is  Impossible  to  regard  without 
deep  regret  the  attitude  taken  by  the 
neutral  powers  towards  this  latest  ex- 
hibition of  the  horrors  of  German  kul- 
tur.  As  far  aa  we  have  observed,  the 
only  nation  to  enter  anything  I  re- 
sembling a  protest  Is  Holland.  The 
United  States,  greatest  of  all  the  neu- 
trals, with  n  population  In  excess  of 
one  hundred  millions,  stands  dumb. 
What  haa  come  over  that  nation?  It 
aaw  Belgium  Invaded  without  a  shadow 
of  Justification,  and  made  no  protest. 
It  sew  the  Belgian  people  oppressed,  toS> 
tured,  murdered  and  subjected  to  every 
form  of  violence  and  Indignity,  but  re- 
mained silent.  It  heard  the  dying  cries 
of  Its  own  clthjens  seat  to  their  death 
by  German  pirates  and  waa  content  with 
a  pointless  totter.  It  paw  the  Turks 
murder  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Ar- 
menians, but  made  no  sign.  It  looks 
on  wfnile  a  crowning  outrage  is  com- 
mitted in  Belgium  and  says  not  a 
word.  A  pro t set  against  thee*  awful 
things  might  at  least  have  shown  dis- 
approval; but  none  hae  been  forthcom-

Laat  Sunaay'e  artUile  on  Tbe  Stellar 
Universe  brought  a  request  for  informa- 
tion aa  to  hew  stellar  distances  are  ar- 
rived at.  Tbe  method  to  in  principle 
precisely  the  same  aa  that  employed  to 
eocertaln  the  disUunye  to  a  terrestrial 
point  that  Is  too  far  away,  or  toeepamt- 
o-J  from  tbe  obeerver  by  auch  a  barrier 
that  actual  measurement  to  impossible. 
Buppoeo  you  wanted  to  know  tbe  distance 
to  any  one  of  the  Olympic  peak*  Tou 
oould  find  it  out  by  going  to  the  Dull** 
Boad.  -electing  two  points  a  mile  or 
ao  apart  aa  a  base,  and  taking  th*  angle* 
which  a%Bao  from  each  extremity  of  it 
to  tbe  peak  would  form  with  It.  Then 
having  two  angle*  and  on*  aide  af  a 
triangle,  the  calculation  of  the  length 
of  the  other  aide*  would  be  a  very 
simple  matter.  An  adaptation  of  this 
simple  process  is  employed  to  determine 
tha  distance  of  the  moon,  the  sun  and 
•erne  of  the  stars.  We  shall  try  to 
give  an  idea  of  one  of  the  method*  of 
ascertaining  the  distance  between  the 
earth  and  the  aun.  Observations  were 
token  simultaneously  from  two  point* 
a*  far  apart  aa  possible.  Cape  Town  and 
Stockholm,  of  a  transit  of  Venue,  and 
tbe  point  upon  the  surface  of  tbe  Sun 
over  which  the  planet  appeared  we* 
carefully  noted.  The  distance  between 
the  earth  and  Venus  having  already  been 
ascertained,  these  two  observations  af- 
forded all  the  neeeasary  information  to 
enable  mathematician*  to  calculate  the 
distance  to  the  Sun.  The  distance  be- 
tween tbe  Earth  and  Venua  we*  ascer- 
tained by  the  same  process  aa  that  ap-

piled  to  the  distance  from  Victoria  to 
the  Olympic  peak  above  mentioned. 

Knowing  the  distance  to  the  Sun,  we 
have  only  to  double  it  and  add  the  di- 
ameter of  tbe  Sun  in  order  to  get  the 
distance  across  the  Earth's  orbit,  and 
so  we  are  able  to  know  that  at  any  date 
in  the  year  we  are  at  a  certain  distance 
from  the  point  at  which  wo  were  alx 
months  previously.  The  actual  distance 
1*  somewhat  more  than  180,000,000 
miles.  Knowing  this,-  we  have  only  to 
find  a  star  tbat  will  show  a  parallax 
when  observed  at  aa  Interval  of  six 
months.  A  parallax  is  a  change  of 
place.  This  parallax  gives  the  angles 
formed  by  a  line  forming  the  diameter 
of  the  Earth's  orbit  with  lines  drawn 
to  the  star  at  theae  six  months  inter- 
vals, and  the  calculation  of  the  distance 
of  the  star  is  reduced  to  a  mere  prob- 
lem of  trigonometry.  That  which,  a* 
far  aa  is  known,  gives  the,,  greatest  is 
called  "a  Centauri,"  and  calculation 
shows  Its  distance  from  the  earth  to  be 

about    20.000,000,000,000   miles,     a     dls- 

j 

tance  which  light,  moving  at  the  rate  of 
18«,000  milea  a  aecond,  would  require 
three  and  a  quarter  years   to  traverse. 

The  methods  of  approximating  the 
distances  from  us  of  ths  mors  rsmote 
stars  la  too  Intricate  for  explanation 
here.  These  distances  are  so  great  that 
they  are  generally  expressed  In  "light- 
years,"  that  is,  by  the  number  of  years 
light  from  them  would  require  to  reach 
ua.  Approximately,  light  travels  at  the 
rate  of  1,000,000,000,000  miles  In  a  year. 

The  methods  of  ascertaining  the  ve- 
locity of  light  are  various.  At  one  time 
it  was  supposed  that  the  movement  of 
light  was  instantaneous,  no  matter  how 
great  the  distance,  but  the  contrary  waa 
easily  established  by  observations  on 
the  moons  of  Jupiter.  If  a  gun  to  fired 
at  intervals  we  can  tell  whether  we  are 
approaching  or  going  away  from  it  by 
observing  the  time  elapsing  between  the 
time  we  see  the  flaah  and  the  time  we 
hear  the  sound  of  the  explosion.  The 
exact  Instant  whsn  one  of  Jupiter's 
moons  will  be  eclipsed  can  be  ascer- 
tained by  observation,  and  as  the  ap- 
parent time  of  the  eclipse  varies  as  tha 
distance  of  Jupier  from  us  varies,  we 
know  that  light  requires  some  time  to 
reach  us  from  Jupiter.  But  this  only 
proves  that  light  requlrea  measurable 
time  to  cover  great  dlatancea.  The  rate 
of  ita  speed  Is  ascertained  by  Ingenious 
mechanical  appliances,  the  explanation 
of  which  to  too  intricate  to  be  given 
here.  They  work  somewhat  on  this 
principle:  Hold  your  hand  at  arm's 
length,  with  the  finger*  pointing  up- 
wards and  separated.  Move  your  arm 
slowly  and  look  at  the  landscape  through 
your  fingers,  and  you  will  find  aa  you 
increase  the  apeed  of  your  arm  the 
landscape  will  become  more  clearly 
visible.  If  th*  distance  between  your 
finger*  were  exactly  the  same  as  the 
width  of  your  fingers,  and  you  could 
keep  on  Increasing  the  quickness  of  the 
movement  of  your  arm.  you  would 
reach  a  point  where  the  light  from  the 
landscape  would  not  move  fast  enough 
to  get  between  your  fingers,  and  you 
would  see  nothing.  This  epeed  cannot 
be  attained  by  th*  motion  of  the  erm, 
but  It  caa.be  by  a  toothed  wheel  moved 
very  rapidly  by  special  mechanism. 
Prom  the  number  of  revolution*  made 
by  tbe  wheel  the  apeed  of  light  can  be 
calculated.

They  have  rivalled 
our  ut most  efforts,  have  made  our  c*ua« 
their  own,  heve  understood  Instinctively 
both  the  gravity  of  th*  occasion  and  the 
extent  of  the  strain  which  It  impose* 
upon  the  resource*  of  toe  whole  Empire. 
All  this  has  been  done  as  though  It 
were  the  meat  commonplace  end  ordin- 
ary thing,  and  the  people  of  this  .country 
—deeply  grateful  a*  they  ere  In  their 
heart*— ere  perhaps  a  little  ept  to  tot 
It  seem  aa  though  they  took  everything 
for  granted.

The  Sen  Francisco  Argonaut  recently 
published   the   following  totter; 

Auckland,  New  Zealand, 
October  1  l»i«. 
Editor  Argonaut:  In  your  issue  of 
August  ith  you  say  that  "Americana 
and  It  difficult  to  understand  why.  when 
American  by mpathy  is  overwhelmingly 
with  the  cause  of  tbe  Allies,  there 
should  be  on  the  part  of  the  Ehgilah 
people  bitter  and  elmoat  universal  re- 
sentment against  this  country."  Will 
you  allow  e  colonial  living  in  a  coun- 
try that  ia  more  British  than  aay  of 
tbe  other  dominions  to  try  to  explain 
to  you  end  your  '  readera  the  reason* 
far  this  resentment? 

To  begin  with,  we  all  feel  that  Am- 
ericans should  be  in  the  the  war  on  our 
aide,  but  tbe  thoughtful  among  us  real- 
ize the  difficulties  in  tbe  way  of*  your 
entry  into'  the  struggle.  For  thia  rea- 
son I  win  not  press  thto  point.  But 
what  the  thoughtful  do  feel  very  keen- 
ly to,  flrat,  that  Mr.  Wilson  has  made 
no  protest  against  Germany's  long  and 
ludeous  record  of  casualties;  secondly, 
tbat  he  treats,  or  appears  to  treat,  Brit- 
ish blockade  measures  as  acta  on  much 
tbe  same  footing  as  the  sinking  of  pas- 
senger ships;  and  thirdly,  that  hs  seems 
to  regard  the  war  as  simply  a  dog-fight 
on  a  vast  scale.  We  feel  a  burning  re- 
sentment when  your  President  aaye  that 
the  war  Is  no  concern  of  America's, 
and  then  hints  that  he  would  like  to  act 
aa  mediator.  We  know  that  we  are 
fighting  your  battle  ae  well  es  our  own; 
we  know  thet  our  navy  has  stood  be- 
tween you  and  war,  that  It  haa  but- 
tressed the  Monroe  Doctrine,  the  most 
gigantic  bluff  In  history.  We  .know  we 
are  fighting  for  thoee  Ideals  of  liberty 
and  Justice  that  ahould  be  a*  dear  to 
American*  as  they  are  to  ua  Put  your- 
self In  our  place;  would  you  not  grow 
hot  when  the  bead  of  the  nation  most 
closely  allied  to  you  by  blood  and 
language  declined  to  recognise  tbe  morel 
issues  for  which  your  sons  and  brothers 
were  dying,  and  adopted  towards  the 
wer  a  tone  of  aloof  superiority? 

It  la  thto  attitude  of  superiority  In 
your  President,  a  section  of  your  press, 
and  p  number  of  your  public  men  which 
perhaps  we  British  people  And  It  hardest 
to  forget  and  forgive.  They  talk  and 
write  ae  if  the  war  waa  something 
which  Europe  had  fallen  into  simply 
because  it  is  Europe  and  not  America, 
"We,"  they  say  In  effect,  "are  a  superior 
people,  end  therefore  we  ere  not  In- 
volved in  thto  brawl.  Moreover,  because 
we  are  superior,  because  we  live  in  the 
abade.  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  and  have 
left  the  effete  traditions  of  Europe"  be- 
hind, we  will  never  be  so  vulgarly  In- 
volved." The  Allies,  as  well  aa  the  Ger- 
mans, are  regarded  aa  miserable  people, 
and  pitied  because  they  are  not,  like 
Americans,  free  from  the  curse  of 
"militarism."  We  do  not  know  whether 
to  laugh  or  to  be  angry  when  we  see 
this  attitude  adopted,  and  at  the  same 
time  witness  your  unwillingness  or  in- 
ability to  get  any  satisfaction  from 
Germany  for  repeated  Insults,  and  your 
extraordinary  wrlggllngs  to  avoid  en- 
tanglement in  Mexico.  Your  cartoonist* 
ere  fond  of  depleting  Unole  bam  a*  « 
stern  disciplinarian  putting  the  fear  of 
the  Lord  Into  a  figure  representing  Ger- 
many. Do  you  know  that  this  Httle 
country  of  ours,  with  a  population  of 
1,100,000,  has  put  Into  the  field  more 
troops  then  you  were  able  to  mobilise 
from  your  regulars  for  service  against 
Mexico?  Believe  me,  we  do  not  count 
ourselves  miserable  In  our  "militarism." 
We  count  your  nation  "miserable"  In  be- 
ing ruled  by  e  men  who  regards  this 
war  aa  simply — a  wsr. 

We  British  are  deeply  grateful  for 
the  great  volume  of  sympathy  that  has 
flowed  to  us  from  America,  but  we  can 
not  help  being  sore  about  these  mat- 
ters. We  object,  when  we  are  bleeding 
from  a  thousand  wounds,  to  being  pat- 
ronised by  a  "curled  and  scented" 
neutral.  We  object  i  to  our  Ufe-and- 
death  struggle  being  used  as  a  pawn  In 
your  presidential  campaign.  We  object 
to  being  charged  with  all  kinds  of  In- 
efficiency by  people  of  a  nation  who*e 
army  la  no  greater  than  a  few  weeks' 
casualties  on  the  Homme  and  whose 
navy  is  th*  plaything  of  politicians.  1 
for  one  will  never  forget  thai  It  was 
en  American  critic  who  talked  about  the 
appalling  incapacity  of  the  British  Ad- 
miralty In  this  war!  Bo  when  you  say 
that  the  opinion  Is  common  In  America 
that  Sir  Davffl  Beatty  blundered  In  the 
bottle  of  Jutland,  I  am  not  impressed. 
The  dispetchee  tell  a  plain  tale  to  the 
contrary.

Lieut  John  Cuyler  Holland,  son  of 
Mr.  C.  A.  Holland,  of  the  B.C.  Land  A 
Investment  Agency,  has  been  killed  in 
action,  according  to  word  which  reach- 
ed the  city  yesterday.  Notification  was 
also  received  that  Cpl.  William  N.  Wal- 
lace, another  Victorian,  has  -  been 
wounded  and  ia  now  In  hospital. 

A  wide  circle  of  friends  In  Victoria 
will  learn  of  the  "death  of  Lieut.  Hol- 
land with  a  feeling  of  genuine  regret, 
aa  he  was  held  by  all  to  be  a  flne  type 
of  young  manhood,  and  recognised  by 
officers  and  men  alike  as  a  soldier  of 
marked  ability.  He  waa  a  native  of 
this  city,  having  been  born  -  here  In 
1891.  He  received  his  education  In 
England  and  had  Just  taken  hla  degree 
at  Cambridge  when  war  broke  out.  He 
I  joined  the  army  at  once  and  was  at- 
tached as  trooper  to  King  Edward's 
Horse,  his  defective  eyesight  at  that 
time  precluding  him  from  obtaining  a 
commission. 

He  went  to  France  in  April  of  last 
year  and  was  close  to  the  firing  line  ever 
since,  taking  part  in  many  of  the  great 
engagements  on  the  Western  front  dur- 
ing the  time  he  was  there.  In  the 
early  part  of  this  year  he  secured  a 
commission  In  the  Oxford  and  Bucks 
Light  Infantry,  with  which  regiment  he 
went  through  a  great  deal  of  trench 
fighting.  He  was  killed,  according  to 
cable  advices  received  here  by  his  fa- 
ther, early  last  week,  probably  about 
the   12  th  or  13th  Of  the  month. 

Lieut  Holland's  elder  brother,  (Hen, 
who  Joined  the  50th  Gordon  Highland- 
ers immediately  following  the  outbreak 
of  ear  In  August,   1914,  and  who  sub-

Cpl.  William  N.  Yallace,  of  the  3rd 
Pioneer  Battalion,  C.E.F.,  has  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  Stoke-on-Trent  war  hos- 
pital, suffering  from  shrapnel  wounds 
which  he  sustained  while  fighting  on 
the  Somme  front.  When  war  broke  out 
he  waa  on  a  visit  to  relatives  here  and 
immediately  Joined  the  60th  Oordon 
Highlanders,  leaving',  later  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  4  8th  Battalion.  He  la  a  son 
of  Mr.  Oeorge  WaMece.  of  1114  Grave- 
ley  Street,  Vancouver,  and  the  first  of 
three  brothers,  all  of  whom  are  with 
the  colors,  to  appear,  among  the  casual- 
ties. He  had  many*  friends  in  this 
city. 

The  last  letter  written  home  by  Pte 
Bert  Schubert,  of  Victoria,  who  waa  re- 
cently    killed    ia    action,    describes    the 


circumstances  under  which  the  fighting 
was  being  carried  on  at  hla  pert  of^the 
llae   immediately   hefose  he  fall. 

"Things  are  different  here."  he  writes, 
"and  we  have  Just  come  to  realise  what 
a  reel  fight  is.  If  I  were  home  today 
I  could  not  describe  or  begin  to  de- 
scribe what  is  going  on  up  that  line 
When  we  were  on  the  other  front  I 
thought  there  waa  something  doing, 
hut  there  are  more  men  killed  In  one 
trip  In  here  than  in  a  doaea  trips  at 
the  other  front  and  there  are  many 
familiar  faees  missing  from  the  bat- 
talion this  morning. 

"This  is  a  real  battlefield,  and  there 
ia  never  a  let-up  for  one  minute.  Get- 
ting out  the  wounded  la  the  moat  dif- 
ficult part.  But  there  la  not  much  at- 
tention being  paid  to  burying  the  dead, 
and  they  are  all  mixed  up.  both  the 
khaki  and  the  grey.  '  Frits  is  taking  a 
beating  here,  but  the  cost  in  life  to  us 
Is  terrible.  80  far  I  am  feeling  very 
wen.'*

Was  Temperance  Worker 


THE  LATE  MRS.  JANE  LAVINIA  McNAUGHTON 


DEVOTED  TEMPERANCE 


PASSES  AWAY 


Mrs,  Jane  Lavinia  McNaugh- 
ton  Died  at  Age  of  86  Years 
— Activities  Were  Divided 
Among  Many  Institutions. 

Mrs.  Jane  Lavinia  MeNaughton,  relict 
of  the  late  Mr.  Duncan  MeNaughton,  a 
resident  of  Victoria  for  nearly  forty 
years  and  one  of  the  most  devoted  tem- 
perance workers  in  British  Columbia, 
passed  away  yesterday  morning  at  an 
early  hour.     She  was  in  her  87th  year. 

Despite  her  advanced  age,  Mrs.  Me- 
Naughton's  death  came  unexpectedly  to 
many  of  her  friends  In  Victoria,  as  she 
retained  her  usual  alertness  and  good 
health  till  only  a  very  short  time  be- 
fore the  end  came.  About  three  weeks 
ago  she  ceased  her  usual  activities  and 
since  that  time  was  confined  to  her  bed. 
She  died  without  pain  while  she  slept, 
at  the  residence  of  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
SpofTord,  16-12  Pembroke  Street. 

The  late  Mrs.  MeNaughton  was  born 
on  July  6,  1830,  in  North  Sydney,  Cape 
Breton,  of  a  prominent  pioneer  Cape 
Breton  family,  her  ^grandmother  be- 
ing the  first  girl  baby  to  be  born  at 
Sydney  after  the  settlement  there  of 
the  United  Empire  Loyalists  In  the  lat- 
ter part  of  the  eighteenth  century.  She 
came  Wast  with  her  husband  In  the 
year  1877,  and  soon  made  a  wide  circle 
of  close  friends  both  In  Victoria  and 
other  British  Columbia  cities.  Almost 
ever  since  her  arrival  on  the  Coast  Mrs. 
MeNaughton  took  an  active,  interest  In 
the  temperance  movement,  her  senti- 
ments being  probably  inherited  from 
her  mother,  who  had  before  her  been  a 
staunch  advocate   of    prohibition. 

When  Miss  Frances  Wlllard  came  out 
to  organise  the  Women's  Christian  Tem- 
perance Union  in  1883,  it  was  fitting 
that  Mrs.  MeNaughton  should  lend  her 
assistance  unreservedly  towards  the 
furtherance  of  the  cause.  In  the  same 
year  as  Miss  Willard's  arrival  on  the 
Coast  Mrs.  MeNaughton  formed  a 
branch  of  the  W.C.T.U.  at  New  West- 
minster, which  city  she  was  visiting  at 
the  time.  Upon  her  return  to  Victoria 
only  a  short  tifne  afterwards  she  be- 
came one  of  the  most  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  local  organisation  and  de- 
voted her  every  effort  to  the  advance- 
ment of   the   work. 

>  Mtttagly    Honored 

It  did  not  take  long  for  her  splendid 
services  to  be  recognized,  and  she  was 
elected  to  the  presidency  of  the  Central 
Union  of  Victoria,  an  office  which  she 
held  until  only  about  ten  years  ago. 
She  was  made  honorary  president  of  the 
Provincial  W.C.T.U.  at  Its  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  celebration  In  1908.  It  was 
not  until  two  years  ago  that  she  failed 
to  attend  the  annual  conventions  of  the 
Institution,  the  last  one  at  which  she 
was  present  being  in  June,  1914,  when 
the  Union  met  In  the  Metropolitan 
Methodist  Church.  It  was  on  that  oc- 
casion that  she  was  presented  with  a 
bouquet  of  flowers  and  an  Illuminated 
framed  copy  of  the  Twenty-third  Fsalm, 
in  commemoration  of  the  part  she  had 
played   In  the  temperance  movement. 

Despite  her  close  association  with 
the  W.C.T.U.  and  the  prohibition  cause 
in  general,  Mrs.  MeNaughton  was  able 
to  extend  her  energies  to  the  work  of 
other  organizations  also,  and  her  per- 
sonality was  for- many  years  felt  in  the 
Friendly  Help  Society,  for  which  she 
was  one  of  the  first  district  visitors. 
She  was  a  charter  member  of  the  ~ocal 
Council  of  Women,  in  which  she  repre- 
sented the  W.C.T.U.,  and  the  Baptist 
Women's  Missionary  Society.  From  the 
beginning  of  her  residence  here  she 
was  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  having  become  one  of  Its  con- 
gregation while  Rev.  William  Carnes 
was  pastor.  A  signal  honor  was  con- 
ferred upon  her  three  years  ago  when 
ahe  was  made  a  Ufa  member  of  the 
Baptist  Convention  for  British  Colum- 
bia 

As  a  speaker  Mrs.  MeNaughton  rank- 
ed among  the  beet  In  the  Province,  her 
arguments  and  style  of  Aal Ivory  being 
forceful  and  effective.  vThrouah  ex- 
tensive reading  ahe  kept  herself  well 
posted  aa  to  current  world  happenings, 
and  her  study  of  sociological  and  philo- 
sophical literature  was  broad.  Her 
greatest  ambition  was  to  sea  the  en- 
forcement of  world-wide  prohibition. 
and  the  victory  of  the  "dry"  vote  at 
the  recent  election  was  a  fares  of 
much  gratification  to  bar.  The  last  oc- 
casion on  which  she  loft  her  bom*  was 
on,  September  IS.  when  she  rods  la  one 
•f  the  carriages  with  the  pioneers'  sec- 
tion In  a  prohibition  parade  and  dess- 
east  ratios- 

Her  husband  died  eight  rears  ago, 
after  reaching   the  age  at   M.     She  la 


survived  by  a  son  and  two  daughters, 
eleven  grandchildren  and  eight  great- 
grandchildren. The  son  Is  Mr.  David 
Qarrlck  McWaugbtbfiToT  this  city. 'The 
daughters  are  Mrs.  Spofford,  of  1642 
Pembroke  Street,  the  Willows,  with 
whom  she  hftd  lived  for  the  past  many 
years,  and  Mrs.  Clyde,  of  1320  John- 
son Street.  Mr.,  Paul  Clyde,  a  grand- 
son, is  sporting  editor  of  The  Times; 
two  other  grandsons,  Sgt.  Leslie  Me- 
Naughton, of  the  1st  Canadian  Pioneers, 
and  Pte.  A.  B.  MeNaughton,  of  the  88th 
Battalion,  who  Is  in  a  London  hospital 
being  treated  for  wounds.  Dr.  C.  If. 
MeNaughton,  of  Trail,  and  Mr.  D.  A. 
MeNaughton.  of  the  Victoria  Chemical 
Works,  are  two  other  grandsons,  while 
the  granddaughters  are  Miss  Edna  Me- 
Naughton and  Miss  Jean  MeNaughton, 
teachers. at  Trail,  and  Mrs.  Lendram,  of 
Victoria.  A  brother,  Mr.  Charles  Mue- 
grave,  Is  living  In  Nova  Scotia,  and 
there  Is  also  a  sister,  Mrs.  William  Bur- 
chall.  of  Sydney  Mines,  Nova  Scotia. 

The  funeral  has  Deen  arranged  to 
take  place  tomorrow  morning  at  10:30 
o'clock  from  the  residence  of  Mr.  A.  J.

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Food  Inspectors  Discover  Fish- 
men  Along  Harbor  Revert- 
ing to  Old  Habits— More 
Crates  Located, 


Alderman  Peden's  health  protection 
squad,  under  Sanitary  Inspector  Lancas- 
ter, again  raided  the  Hop  Ylck  fish  rafts 
at  the  foot  of  Herald  Street  yesterday. 
They  found  fifteen  dog  stlmon  absolute- 
ly unfit  for  human  food,  which  the  Chi- 
nese were  preparing  to  market  to  un- 
suspecting housewives.  The  salmon 
were  being  treated  on  Ice  to  make  them 
look  fresh.  They  had  been  picked  up 
in  the  water  just  as  they  were  dying 
or  after  they  were  dead.  Their  life  span 
had  run  out. 

Besides  the  decaying  nsh  the  raiders 
found  some  more  fish  crates  suspended 
In  the  water  from  the  rafts.  The  crates 
were  crowded  with  fish,  which  wera 
lashing  and  tearing  one  another's  flesh, 
all  of  them  in  a  moribund  and  diseased 
condition.  The  Chinese  ha\e  been  stor- 
ing the  fish  there  to  supply  the  local 
markets.  Such  treatment  of  fish,  how- 
ever, is  against  Alderman  Peden's  cruel- 
ty to  fish  orders,  as  well  as  being  con- 
trary to  food  regulations. 

As  a  result  of  the  rata  Hop  Tick  will 
be  ordered  to  move  himself  and  bis 
rafts  from  Victoria  harbor.  In  a  raid 
two 'weeks  ago  the  city  officials  found' 
fish  crates  with  200  cod  In  them.  They 
then  arrested  and  fined  a  Chinese  named 
Lee.  It  was  thought  at  the  time  that 
the  blanket  name  of  Hop  Tick  was  used 
to  cover  the  sins  of  Lee  and  three  of 
his  friends,  as  no  Hop  Tick  Could  be 
found  anywhere. 

Yesterday,  however,  the  real  and  only 
Hop  Tick  was  caught  in  the  act.  City 
officials  are  now  sure  they  nave  the  chief 
conspirator.  When  they  get  rid  of  him 
the*  expect  that  the  Chinese  fish  crate 
nuisance  will  be  ended.

found  so  faulty  that  it  is  unlikely  that 
anything  will  be  done  until  the  order 
Is  amended.  Eastern  municipalities  are 
now  applying  to  Ottawa  for  this. 

One  fault  of  the  order  provides  for 
municipalities  proceeding  against  only 
"persons/'  If  the  city  were  to  take 
any  effective  action,  it  would  have  to 
move  against  "persons,  firms,  or  com- 
binations." 

Another  serious  weakness  In  the  or- 
der is  the  fact  that  when  a  dealer  in 
foodstuffs  is  asked  for  a  return  of  the 
commodities  he  is  selling  with  the  prices 
and  profits  from  the  sale,  there  Is  no 
definite  time  fixed  in  which  he  must 
make  the  return.  This  omission  is  the 
most  serious  because  a  dealer  may  de- 
lay the  making  of  a  return  for  an  In- 
definite period  and  not  be  guilty  of  a 
violation  of  the  conditions  of  the  order- 
ln-council. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
order-ln-councll  Imposes  a  penalty  not 
to  exceed  $6,000  In  the  event  of  a 
dealer  in  foodstuffs  not  making  a  re- 
turn, the  penalty  cannot  be  Imposed 
until  a  definite  time  is  fixed  for  the 
making  of  the  necessary  return.

Tot  the  little  groups  working  un- 
der that  name  have  not  been  Idle  or  for- 
getful—  of  their — mission  during  —tan. 
weary  months  that  have  passed  since 
the  war  broke  out.  Both  individually 
and  collectively  they  have  remembered 
the  clause  of  their  motto  that  enjoins 
upon  them  the  duty  of  lending  a  hand,' 
They  have  continued  their  old  activi- 
ties while  they  did  what  they  could  to 
help  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Daughters 
Of  Empire  In  their  Works  of  mercy. 

Ttto  chief  of  these,  from  the  stand- 
point of  expenditure,  Is  the  hospital 
maintained  at  Duncan  by  the  King's 
Daughters  of  the  whole  Province,  with 
some  assistance  from  the  Government 
The  needs  of  the  sick  In  a  very  large 
community  are  met  by  this  well-man* 
aged   Institution. 

Little  children  were  the  first  care  of 
the  Ministering  Circle  in  our  own  city. 
The  tiny  wardrobes  that  have  been  fur- 
nished were  a  blessing  to  many  a  poor 
mother.  The  gifts  to  the  Orphanage 
shew  that  tho  same  spirit  still  exists, 
and  tho  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  and 
the  Friendly  Help  Association  still 
know  where  to  turn  to  in  an  emergency 
when  mothers  and  babies  are  In  need. 

The  maintaining  of  a  room  where 
young  business  women  can  assemble  at 
noon  and  enjoy  rest  and  refreshment 
has  been  carried  on  for  several  years. 
Members  of  various  circles  have  volun- 
teered In  turn  to  serve  the  tables,  and 
a  warm  friendship  has,  in  many  cases, 
sprung  up  between  them  and  their 
guests.  While  the  cost  of  all  materials 
used  Is  fully  met  by  the  Small  sum 
charged,  the  King's  Daughters  bear  tho 
expense  of  the  room. 

The  change  from  their  place  of  busi- 
ness, ths  cheerful  room  with  its  piano, 
magazines  and  the  friendly  sympathy 
of  their  hostesses  have  combined  to 
make  this  Rest  Room  very  popular  with 
the  many  who  prefer  to  prepare  their 
own  luncheons  rather  than  buy  them  In 
the  city. 

It  will  not  need  much  thought  on  the 
part  of  housekeepers  to  understand  that 
the  King's  Daughters  need,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  Winter,  help  to  carry  On 
their  undertakings.  But  the  girls  and 
women  who  form  ths  society  led  by 
Miss  Leltch  and  Mrs.  L.  H.  Hardie,  are 
not  asking  the  people  of  Victoria  to 
help  them  while  they  remain  idle.  They 
are  giving  an  old  fashioned  Christmas 
Party,  and  little  ones,  as  well  as  their 
elders,  who  go  to  the  Alexandra  Club  on 
December  10  will  have  ample  return  in 
enjoyment  for  the  money  they  spend4.  It 
Is  hoped,  however,  that  all  those  who 
recognise  the  good  work  of  tho  Order 
Will  remember   the  date.

If  .the  arraignment  ef  Miss  Wiseman, 
who  has  bee*  charged  with  tho  duty  of 
engaging  women  for.  munition  work  la 
true,  our  school  teachers  iM  'profes- 
sors, as  well  as  educated  women  them- 
selves, have  food  for  reflection  and  self, 
examination.

Were  needed  tn  the  munition  factories, 
Ml««  Wiseman  la  reported  by  TV  To- 
ronto Olobe  to  have  answered:  "No! 
snoot  decidedly  and  emphatically,  Ma- 
in not  very  '  elegant  phrases,  i  Miss 
Wiseman  wont  oa  to  explain  \ho  rea- 
sons why  employers  and  aho  kernel f 
agreed  to  refuse  to  employ  educated 
Wamas  tn  what  has  been  looked  upon  as 
patriotic  worm.  In  the  trot  aloe* 
woman  frees  the  aohoota  ara  nasi  amp* 
Paed,  They  have  not  learned  to  db>  ao 
they  ara  told.  la  the  aseead  phase,  they

hands.  Mies  Wisemans  advice  to  To- 
ronto's college  women  Is  to  go  oat  and 
take  tho  plaoe  of  cotton  weavers  aad 
household  workers,  and  leave  the  work 
of  munition  making  to  more  practised 
hands,  of  which  there  Is  a  very  long 
waiting  list. 

Miss  Wiseman  may  bo  right,  but  the 
reader  of  her  interview  lay*  down  tag 
paper  with  an  uncomfortable  feeling 
that  the  vast  fortunes^  being  mads  la 
the  Canadian  munition  factories  need 
Workers  who  will  ask  ho  questions  and 
submit  to  any'sort  of  treatment  so  long 
as   good   money   is   earned. 

Miss  Wiseman  excuses  conditions  in 
the  factories  en  the  ground  of  emer- 
gency.      She    says:  •» 

"Everyone  knoWS  conditions  aren't 
yet  perfect  lb  tho  factories.  The  heads 
know  It  aa  well  as  anybody  else.  But 
Rome  wasn't  built  In  a  day.  and  you 
can't  build  nor  convert  an  Meal  factory 
oa  a«rush-order  notice,  as  wag  the  ease 
with  so  many  of  ths  munition  plants.' 

But  it  has  been  found  possible  m 
Great  Britain  to  remedy  arils.  A  sys- 
tem of  factory  inspection  has  been  In- 
augurated which  will  continue  long 
after  the  war  is  over,  and  it  is  being 
carried  on  by  educated  women  who  have 
led  easier  lives  than  the  girls  of  whom 
Miss  Wiseman  complains. 
-  At  the  same  time,  no  one  should 
truthfully  say  that  the  best  women  in 
Canada,  who  have  enjoyed  the  greatest 
opportunities  are  undisciplined  or  can- 
not, when  it  Is  necessary,  endure  hard- 
ship. Our  young  men  from  colleges  all 
over  the  country  are  proving  their 
obedience,  fortitude  and  aetf-eacrinde. 
Without  the  strongest  proof,  it  cannot 
be  believed  that  their  sisters  and  their 
sweethearts,  who  tn  ths  days  that  now 
seem  all  too  distant  were  their  com- 
rades, are  their  inferiors. 

It  may  not  be  neooaary  for  Canadian 
college  and  high  school  girls  to  serve 
In  munition  factories.  .  There  Is  plenty 
for  them  to  do  in  keeping  conditions  on 
the  farms  and  In  the  houses  from  gelng 
backward.  There  is  a  steady  demand 
for  supplies  for  the  Red  Cross  and  for 
field  comforts.  There  are  little  babies 
to  be  cared  for  and  children  to  be 
taught.  The  business  of  the  country 
must  be  carried  on.  The  soldiers  who 
come  back  disabled  must  be  comforted 
and  helped.  If  there  are  enough  wo- 
men in  Canada  With  •trained  hands  to 
make  shells  and  other  munitions,  well 
and  good.  But  It  Ik  the  part  of  edu- 
cated women  to  see  that  neither  they 
nor  their  brother  laborers  are  ill-used. 

Moms    Workers 

"It  la  impossible  to  get  0  woman  to 
do  housework  In  Victoria,"  said  a  lady 
a  few  days  ago.  Inquiry  at  employment 
bureaus  shows  that  there  are  far  more 
applications   for  help   than  can   bO  filled. 

On  the  other  hand.  It  Is  acknowl- 
edged that  the  rate  of  wages  la  far 
lower  than  It  was  a  few  years  ago.  One 
is  told  that  workers  have  gone  from 
Victoria  to  Washington.  Oregon  and 
California.  Ih  mady  casea  the  places 
of  girls  are  filled  by  Chinese  workers. 

The  loss  IS  serious  in  the  case  of 
mothers  with  little  children  who  need 
a  woman's  care.  They  must  either  give 
up  all  outside  amusements  and  interests 
or  engage  temporary  help.  In  England, 
even  before  the  war  gave  employment 
to  all  women  Willing  to  work,  the  sear- 
city  of  nursemalda  and  the  recognition 
of  the  value  of  the  services  given  to 
little  children  led  to  the  establishment 
of  training  schools  for  nurserymaids 
who  were  the  daughters  Of  gentle- 
women. When  thoroughly  nualined. 
these  girls  received  such  wages  as  they 
could  have  commanded  in  clerical  em- 
ployments or  as  nurses  or  teachers. 

Whether  the  experiment  has  gona  on 
since  the  war  began  has  not  been 
learned.  It  deserved  to  succeed.  It 
should  be  at  least  as  pleasant  to  mind 
a  baby  as  to  serve  mothers  In  a  store. 
Untold  svll  has  been  dons  In  the  past 
by  entrusting  the  care  of  lltle  children 
'to  ignorant,  foolish  or  various  girls.  'To 
make  tke  calling  of  a  nurserymaid  aa 
honorable  and  a  remunerative  one  may 
Well  engage  tho  attention  of  the  Women 
of  any  country. 

But  thja  will  not  meet  tho  needs  of 
tbo  moment  in  our  own  city.  While 
any  woman  Is  unoccupied,  her  neighbor 
akeuld  not  suffer  for  the  want  of  her 
services.  If.  there  ware  tho  same  spirit 
of  comradeship  among  the  women  at 
home  as  every  letter  reeeived  from  the 
front  obows  exists  among  tbo  men 
abroad,  life  would  be  nippier  and 
easier.

PICTURES  WERE  FILMED 


British  Operator  Faced  Death  Many  Times— Con- 
cealed in  Shell  Crater  Was  Potted  at  by  Sniper 
— Germans  Offered  to  Surrender  to^Iim,  Think* 
ing  Camera  Was  Machine  Gun.

My  very  flr*t  day  at  tb*  front  I 
tear*  at  it.  It  was  on  Jon*  2%  last  that 
I  laft  London  to  commence  my  duties  a* 
on*  of  tli*  two  ofleUl  British  c)nemnto- 
tmphtri  at  th*  western  front,  and  I 
began  almost  at  once. 

Up  to  June  30  I  was  out  ovary  day 
With  my  earners  In  front  of  the  British 
Unas,  recording  the  British  sheila  burst- 
ing over  the  German  tranches.  I  was 
aetsaealsd  la  a  shell  crater,  a  poet  of 
coins  peril,  for  more  than  once  I  became 
the  object  of  attentione  en  the  part  of 
awns  confounded  enlper. 

Tho  aolao,  too,  as  the  British  shells 
passed  over  my  bead  and  those  of  the 
foamy  berst  In  the  neighborhood  was 
pimply  diabolical,  and  during  the  whole 
sitty-two  days  I  have  been  at  the  front 
headaches  and  myself  have  been  more  or 
lees  Intimately  acquainted.  That  .  my 
nerve*  were  not  affected  l*  probably  due 
to  the  fact  that,  as  a  youth,  I  served 
my  time  In  Woolwich  Araensl.  where  I 
grew  familiar  with  the  din  of  big-gun 

While  filming  near  Masasts  a  piece  of 
shell  hit  the  bonnet  of  my  motor  car,  a 
raw  feat  near  and  it  would  bare  hit  ma 
The  War  Oflce  supply  me  with  a  car 
1M  a  chauffeur.  To  the  devotion  and 
tsafataiii  of  this  man  I  owe  much  of  my 
BMoassful  work  In  tbe  SOmme  dim.

and  myself  rank  as'  officer*.  Our  uni- 
forms ate  the  same)  as  a  lieutenant*. 
With  the  exception  of  the  UlstlwruUthlng  • 
bhdffosjj,  'and.  In  addition,  we  wear  a 
green  armlet  Inscribed  "War  Office  Clne- 
•natographer."  Of  course,,  we  have  carte- 
fctanohe  to  go  «v*ry where,  and.  In  addl- 
)Hon  to  the  guarantee  of  our  uniforms, 


•Igned  br  tho  adjutant- 
genoral.  In  spite  of  tats*  t  have  been 
several  times  arrested  by  auspicious  of- 
ficer* and  detained  until  my  credbntlsl* 
were  confirmed  by  telephoning  to  head' 
quarters. 

Our  camera*  are  not  screened  by  thin 
plates  of  ateei,  as  moat  people  seem  to 
think.  They're  quite  heavy  enough  M 
It  la.  No;  we  use  ordinary  cinemato- 
graph cameras,  exactly  the  same  kind  of 
thing  I've  limed  the  Ddrhy  with.  But 
to  render  tba  camera  inconspicuous  I 
usually  put  a  aaoft  over  It 

on  July  l,  when  our  fellows  want  over 
tba  top,  I  was  between  Mameta  and  Oar- 
nay,  and  Was  right  In  tba  thick  of  the 
advance,  where  I  got  caught  in  a  tear- 
shell  attack.  This  Is  not  particularly 
dangerous,  but  It's  extremely  unpleas- 
ant, and  far  a  time  It  completely  dis- 
ables the  sufferer.

▲ad  bore  let  ase  par  mr  tribute  to 
tbe  wonderful  spirit  eX  our  aeon.  It's 
the  old  British  tenant  tv.  and  It  simply 
eaa't  be  beaten.  Tbe  British  soldier  is 
the  most  splendid  man  on  earth. 

▲ad  let  me  tell  you.  the  German* 
know  it.  I've  seen  trench  after  trench 
tilled  with  Oerman  deed.  Toe  mudfe 
have  noticed  la  tbe  "Somme"  dim  bow 
thickly  tbe  around  was  strewn  with  the 
fallen  Haas.  Well,  that  was  Sunday, 
July  s,  and  hundreds  of  other*  had  been 
burled  la  the  aaiahborbood  before  I  ar- 
rived. I  eame  on  one  sssahtne-gun 
emplacement  where  a  British  shell  bad 
caught  the  sun  fair  and  square,  and  bad 
not  only  Mlled  it*  crew,  hat  had  also 
dorsad  death  and  destruetloa  In  the 
treaeh  behind.  That  was  at  GuilU- 
mont. 


I  also  took  the  scenes  where  hundred* 
of  Germane  are  coming  In  with  their 
hands  up— you  know,  ths  part  where) 
the  wounded  Tommy  angrily  shoves  a 
German  who  elumstly  brushes  up 
again**  bis  wounded  arm.  I  realised 
whoa  I  got  these  pictures  of  a  whole- 
sale German  surrender  that  I  had  se- 
cured a  "scoop"  which  would  alone  he 
sufficient  to  make  the  success  of  the 
film.  Do  you  know  some  of  ths  prison- 
ers wars  such  bags  of  nerves  that  they 
thought  I  bad  a  kind  of  machine  gun. 
training  on  them,  and  several  of  them 
came  right  up  to  me  with  uplifted 
hand*,  crying  "Kamerad!"  I  also  took 
the  Scene  Where  our  artillery  are  eeen 
galloping  into  action  over  a  field  where 
dead  Highlanders  show  tbe  price  of  ah 
advance. 

Never  during  the  whole  time  I  have 
been  at  tbe  front  have  I  felt  eo  nervous 
as  I  did  at  home  the  other  night  when 
the  seppelln  bombs  were  bursting.  True, 
I  was  a  mile  away;  but  at  the  front 
you  can  dodge  down  e  dug-out  or  down 
a  shell  .crater,  and,  moreover,  you  don't 
have  the  additional  horror  of  knowing 
that  women  and  children  are  being 
killed.  I'd  rather  risk  anything  on  thS 
battlefield  than  these  seppelln  raids. 

But  to  return  to  "Ths  Haiti*  of  ths 
Somme"  again.  When  I  got  back  to 
France  again,  after  bringing  over  the 
negative  of  the  film  so.  London.  I 
brought  with  me  a  print  of  It  to  show 
the  boys  at  our  camp  klaemas,  behind 
the  firing  line,  and  can  tail  you  they 
were  delighted  with   It.

And  here  I  would  like  to  say,  in  con. 
t radio t Ion  to  popular  rumor,  which  al- 
leges that  the  greater  part  of  the  film 
was  expunged  by  the  censor  because  It 
was  too  full  of  horrors,  that  It  was 
hardly  out  at  all.  Nearly  everything 
that  MallhB  end  myself  Secured  appears 
on  the  screen.  ' 

This  trip  I've  brought  back  with  me 
several  thousand  fset  of  dim,  which,  I 
venture  to  Say,  will  be  more '  startling 
than  "The  Battle  of  the  Somme."  Will 
the  "tanks"  appear  in  this  series?  Ah, 
you  never  can  tell,  can  youT  I  mustn't 
say  anything  about  these  monsters  ex- 
cept that  I've  eeen  them. 
.  I've  had  seme  narrow  escapes  on  this 
last  trip.  Last  Saturday  fortnight, 
Whlla  turning  the  handle,  several  shells 
burst  within  thirty  feet  of  me,  and  a 
small  piece  of  one  of  them  hit  my 
camera.  A  few  minutes  later  the 
Waterproof  cover  of  my  eaf>  .was  split 
by  a  small  piece  of  shell  which  left  the 
cap  Itself  uninjured.  And  it  happened 
to  be  the  very  first  occasion  on  which 
I'd  forgotten  to  wear  my  steel  helmet, 
so  It  Is  very  fortunate  the  shell-  didn't 
come  any  nearer. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  aay  how 
'much  I  owe  to  a  "splendid  officer —  tho 
military  director  Sot  klnematograph 
operators  on  the  western  front,  He 
generally  accompanied  me  on  my  expe- 
ditions, and  to  a  considerable  extent  the 
results  I  obtained  In  the  "Somme"  film 
were  due   to   his  energetlo   co-operation. 

Long  -  before  these  lines  are  In  print 
I  shall  be  at  the  front  again,  and  it  will 
not  be  my  fault  if  I  do  not  seoure  fur- 
ther remarkable  evidence  of  thsaehteve- 
ttints  of  our  amaslng  men.

ThO  Royal  Canadian  Humane  Associa- 
tion's medal  for  bravery  has  been  award- 
ed  Mr.  J.  M  Whitney,  ths  well-known 
local  Jeweler.  In  recognition  of  his  cour- 
ageous act  at  Shawnlgan  Lake  on  July  1 
last,  when  be  plunged  into  the  water  and 

rescued  MISS  Lilly  Phillips,  daughter  Of 

Mr.  J.  Phillips,  a  cabinet  maker  em- 
ployed at  Messrs.  Weller  Bros. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  of* 
flclals  and  members  of  ths  Retail  Mer- 
chants'  Association,  who  Were  lnstru- 
msntal  lh  bringing  the  circumstances  to 
ths  attention  of  the  Canadian  represen- 
tatives Of  ths  Royal  Humane  Associa- 
tion, to  have  the  presentation  made 
publicly  at  the  "Greater  Business"  citi- 
zens" luncheon,  which  Is  to  be  held  on 
Tuesday  at  tbe  Empress  Hotel. 

Ths  medal  Is  of  bronse.  On  the  bar 
are  the  words  "For  Bravery,"  and  on 
Its  fees  Is  stamped;  "Royal  Canadian 
Humane  Association."  On  the  reserve 
side  Is  ths  Inscription:  "To  J.  M.  Whit- 
ney, for  the  rescue  of  Lilly  Phillips 
from    drowning.     July,    laid." 

An  account  of  the  affair  published  in 
the  local  press  at  ths  time  follows: 

"Hiss  Phillips  had  sunk  the  third  time 
when  Mr.  Whitney,  who  cannot  swim. 
reached  her  under  water  and  succeeded 
In  getting  her  to  the  surface  and  bring- 
ing her  ashore.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  Grant 
end  their  sen,  Pte.  Thomas  H,  Grant, 
ths  latter  a'  stretcher  bearer  in  the 
lOftrd  Battalion,  were  out  In  a  boat  on 
the  lake  and  were  at  once  summoned. 
OS  reaching  shore,  Pte.  Grant  and  Mrs. 
Grant  rendered  first  aid. 

"Miss  Phillips  wsnt  in  to  sWlm  and 
apparently  lost  all  power,  for  shs.  sud- 
denly sank.

Mr.  Whitney  remem- 
bers that  his  foot  caugbt  on  a  roek  or 
Some  hard  substance  under  ths  water, 
end  hs  believes  hs  must  have  given  an 
upward  puab  with  his  foot  which  ssnt 
them  both  to  the  surface,  and  hs  be- 
lieves that  his  clothing  kept  them  both 
afloat  until  help  arrived. 

"Mr.  Whitney  was  unable  to  swim, 
hut  when  he  saw  the  sinking  girl  he 
rushed  Into  ths  water,  heedless  of  dan- 
ger of  drowning.  The  place  where  she 
sank  is  about  40  feet  from  shore,  and 
runs  suddenly  down  Into  a  deep  hole. 
Her  father  was  in  his  house  on  ths 
Shors  busy  with  some  fishing  tackle,  and 
did  not  know  of  the  accident  until 
called. 

"On  being  brought  ashore  Miss  Phil- 
lips wss  taken,  Into  the  house  and  re- 
vived, 'but  afterwards  collapsed  for 
some  time.

In  spite 
of  the  million  dollar  businesses  being 
built  and  fortunes  being  made  princi- 
pally through  advertising,  ask*  the 
question,  "Does  advertising  payr* 

With  such  visible  and  overwhelming 
evidence  all  over  the  world — In  the 
newspapers,  trade  papers,  magazines, 
street  csrs,  Mil-hoards,  etc.— of  tha 
rapid  stride*  advertising  ha*  made  snd 
the  small  fortunes  being  invested  in 
advertising  by  the  most  successful  *oa> 
corns.  It  seems  almost, Incredible  that 
|  anyone  could  longer  doubt  its  value. 
There  are  Just  as  good  opportunities  ror 
the  small  advertisers  as  the  larger  ones 
for  the  extensive  advertisers  ,ef  today 
were  small  ones  to  begin  with. 

The  reason  the  doubter  still  exists  I* 
obvious  to  the  successful  advertiser.  He 
will  tell  you  he  ha*  tried  It  aad  "it 
didn't  pay."  But  did  be  ever  make  any 
effort  to  Snd  out  why  It  didn't  pay? 
No.  He  bought  hundred-dollar  space 
aad  filled  It  with  ten-cent  copy,  aad  then 
simply  ghrew  up  his  hands  because  h* 
did  not  get  result* 

The  trouble  with  the  average  mer- 
chant Who  write*  hi*  own  advertising  la 
that  be  lata  It  go  until  the  teat  minute, 
and  then  sends  la  hurried,  half  •pre- 
pared, nan-thought-out  copy,  and,  more 
than  likely.  Indistinctly  written.  Bay- 
ing space  is  the  least  important  part; 
subject  matter.,  preparation  of  the  ad. 
and  display,  ere  the  selling  feat  urea 
Let  'the  printer  bare  your  copy  early 
aad  plainly  written  aad  bell  co-operate 


with   you.     He  can't   unless   you   do,   no 
matter  how  willing  he  may   be. 

This  kind  of  aa  ad.  will  never  sell 
good*:  "John  man*.  Watches.  Clocks 
and  Jewellery.  Repairing  a  Specialty.** 
This  form  of  advertising  Is  simply  let- 
ting people  know  where  you  are  and 
that  you  can  supply  their  want*  But 
advertising  doesn't  atop  at  supplying 
waats;  It  creates  them.  What  would 
Mr.  Blank  say  to  a  salesman  who  would 
Just  lay  a  lot  of  watches  before  a  pros- 
pective customer  and  expect  the  cus- 
tomer to  do  the  rest?  I  think  he  would 
bo  very  likely  to  say  something  like 
this:  "Young  man.  you  are  not  a  good 
salesman.  Don't  you  know  our  watches 
have  many  point*  of  excellence  over 
other  watches?  Don't  you  know  our 
prices  are  a*  low  aad  In  many  Instances 
lower  than  good*  of  tha  same  quality 
can  be  bought  for  elsewhere?  Then, 
why  didn't  you  nay  so?  These  are  the 
very  thing*  that  man  wanted  to,  know. 
Now  he  is  gone,  and  tho  fallow  who 
satisfies  him  on  the  points  In  question 
will  sell  him  a  watch."  Yet  Mr.  Blank, 
knowing  the  art  of  salesmanship  so 
well.  In  his  advertisement — hi*  silent 
salesman — rap  resenting*4  him  Individu- 
ally, make*  the  very  same  mistake  made 
by  his  clerk. 

Advertising  is  a  form  of  aaleaman- 
ship.  and  its  purpose  1*  to  **U  some- 
thing. While  this  seems  a  compara- 
tively easy  thing  to  remember,  even  the 
moat  careful  advertisers  lose  eight  of 
it 

In  retail  advertising  ~  the "T  result 
should,  a*  a  rule,  be  Immediate.  That 
is,  there  should  be  an  immediate  in- 
crease In  the  sales  of  the  article  ad- 
vertised. But  while  thla  may  not  al- 
ways be  so,  the  advertiser  shouldn't 
think  that  hi*  advertisement  did  not 
pay;  because  all  good  advertising  ha* 
a  future  or  cumulative  effeot,  and  the 
men  -who  have  built  up  their  large 
businesses  through  advertising  are  the 
ones  who  long  ago  realised  this  very 
point.  Remember,  there  may  be  many 
people  who  Intend  to  buy  an  article,  and 
may  not  be  quite  ready  to  do  *o  at  the 
time    your    advertisement    appears,    but 


still  may  make  up  their  minds  the  mo- 
ment they  have  finished  reading  your 
advertisement  that  they  will  buy  a  little 
later  oa.  Sum*  of  them  may  change 
their  minds,  but  undoubtedly  many  will 
buy,  especially  if  similar  announce- 
ment* appear  later.

ls the  precarious  stats  of  the  em- 
health;  »Ot  ths  «r eater  probab- 
ility Is  with  the  view  that  tbe  affairs 
of  Hungary  Imperatively  demanded  the 
step.  Hungary  has  always  been  the 
treat  difficulty  of  ths  Austrian  Gov- 
ernment.  By  the  concessions  of  March 
It  was  placed  In  a  false  position  to  the 
rest  of  the  Monarchy;  however,  honesty 
on  nib  part  of  tbe  Crown  might,  during

the  ancient  capitulation,  and  thereby 
virtually  acknowledged  the  liberties  of 
the  Magyars,  the  Integrity  of  the  Brp- 
plre,  sad  consequently  the  incorpora- 
tion of  Crotia,  Dalmatla,  Scla.vonla,  and 
Transylvania  with  Hungary  as  Insepar- 
able parts  of  Hungary.  In  virtue  of  the 
Pragmatic  sanction.  By  taking  the 
Aeld  against  his  subjects,  by  separating 
Sclavonia  from  the  Hungarian  mon- 
archy, Ferdinand  would  have  broken  his 
oath.  His  counsellors  knew  well  that 
'  be  could  not  be  induced  to  do  this,  and 
accordingly   he  abdicated. 

"Francis  Josephh.  the  present  Emper- 
of  Austria,  is  the  eldest  son  of  the 
Archduke  Francis  Charles  (who  resigned 
In  his  favor),  and  of  tbe  Archduchess 
Sophia,  stated  to  be  a  highly-gifted  wo- 
man. Francis  Joseph  was  born  on  the 
lftb  of  August  lit*,  and  Is  conse- 
quently In  bis  nineteenth  year. 

"Tbe  young  Bmperor  has  enjoyed  a 
flrst-rate  education,  and  Is  particularly 
distinguished  for  his  acquirements  as  a 
linguist,  speaking  eleven  languages  to* 
perfection.  Francis  Joseph  has  from 
early  youth  displayed  a  great  produc- 
tion for  military  affairs,  and  has  prac- 
tically been  Instructed  In  the  service  of 
a  soldier  in  all  its  branches,  Hs  is  of 
prepossessing  appearance,  and  Is  said 
to  be  good-natured,  but  at  the  same  time 
entirely  under  the  Influence  of  his  mo- 
ther, whose  ambition  sees  in  the  eleva- 
tion of  her  favorite  child  a  vasfr  Held 
for  tbe  display  of  her  political  finesse."

utilitarian  ugliness  once  more  resume 
its     aeray.

In  short,  counts  for  more  than  the 
materials  of  which  it  is  composed. 
Miss  Gertrude  Jekyii,  the  well-known 
English  gardener  and  writer,  says,  "The 
possession  of  a  quantity  of  plants,  how- 
ever good  the  plants  may  be  themselves, 
and  however  ample  their  number,  does 
not  make  a  garden,  it  only  makes  a 
collection.  Having  got  the  plants  'lie 
great  thing'  la  to  use  them  with  earn- 
ful   selection   and    definite   intention. ' 

Therefore,  'care  in  arrangement  is  the 
principal  thing,  and  It  Is  always  beat 
to  have  a  simple  plan,  drawn  to  scale 
If  possible,  to  work  by,  and  since  the 
material  to  be  used  is  more  or  less 
familiar  from  Its  useful  character  a 
good  result  Is  almost  certain.  One  al- 
ways knows  what  raspberry  canes  and 
cherry  trees  are  going  to  do,  but  the 
amateur  designer  who  fondly  visualizes 
stately  shrubberies  of  rhododendrons 
may  And  bitter  disappointment  as  his 
portion.  And  furthermore,  we  must  re- 
member that  these  same  useful  things 
are,  most  of  them,  quite  as  beautiful  as 
the  purely  ornamental.  It  is  not  a 
sense  of  beauty,  but  merely  custom, 
with  a  large  dash  of  snobbery,  that  de- 
crees that  an  apple  tree  which  bears 
useful  fruit  Is  not  so  beautiful  as  a 
horse-chestnut,  which  doee  not.  And 
lastly,  there  Is  a  beauty  in  the  fitness 
of  things,  and  a  farm  house  surrounded 
by  a  suggestion  of  abundance  In  Its 
fruit  trees  and  bushes  and  vines  has  a 
dignity  all   Its  own. 


often  a  welcome  relief  from  the  un- 
mitigated glare  of  the  country  road  Just 
left  behind,  they  beautify  the  roadway 
by  their  shadows  flung  across  it,  they 
break  up  the  scene  on  either  side  Into 
pleasant  little  pictures,  and  care  ehould 
be  exercised  in  planting  no  as  to 
"frame"  any  particularly  pretty  bit — 
and  they  make  an  attractive  setting  to 
the  house,  of  which  one  should  Just 
catch  glimpses  here  and  there,  needless 
to  say  of  the  best  parts,  until,  when 
one  is  fairly  close,  the  whole  of  It  is 
revealed.

These  are  extremely  ornamental, 
and  the  quality  and  slse  of  the  fru't  is 
superior  to  that  ho-nj  on  the  ordinary 
trees.  They  can  be  planted  six  or  eight 
feet  apart,  and  will  form  an  Interesting 
and  effective  screen  to  the  vegetables 
beyond.  Another  good  way  of  pUnting 
ai.ch  a  walk  would  be  with  blackberry 
vines  planted  at  Intervals.  Thess  cjuld

To 
city  people  the  chief  attraction  of  the 
country  is  Its  fresh,  pure  air,  and  It  is 
s  pity  If  those  who  eaa  have  It  all  the 
time  do  not  enjoy  It  to  the  full;  and 
yet  how  many  country  people  year  In 
and  year  out  take  their  meals  In  the 
same  hot  kitchen  I  Such  a  porch  need 
not  necessarily  be  roofed,  or  only  that 
part  over  tbe  door.  Tbe  1  susslndsr 
and  bo  sure  and  have  it  wide  enough  tor 
comfort—can  be  of  poles,  the  top  be- 
ing n  sort  of  wide  lattice  having  aper- 
tures a  foot  or  more  apart.  Thle  would 
afford  sufficient  shade  when  covered 
with  hop  vines,  and  a  more  beautiful 
vine  than  the  hop  does  not  exist;  or  In 
the  course  of  two  or  three  years  black- 
berries could  cover  tt.  while  If  tbe  sides 
were  latticed  also  naturally  more  shel- 
ter and  shade  could  be  gained.

It  may  be  added  that  a 
great  part  of  the  attractiveness  of 
hi  see  esnwonnsbssgs  Is  to  be  obtained  by 
orderliness  and  neatness;  given  these, 
no  farm  can  be  absolutely  unattrac- 
tive, for  the  green  growing  things 
themselves  supply  a  charm.  •  Paths  kept 
free  from  weeds,  straggling  things 
properly  staked  and  kept  In  bounds, 
chickens  kept  severely  to  their  own 
premises,  unsightly  spots  screened  off, 
these  are  the  first  stops  towards  good 
surroundings,  without  which  '  any 
amount  of  mora  embellishments  era  la 
vain.

How  British  Government's   Foresight   Saves 
-     Canadians  Millions  of  Dollars.   Itpays  to  Pro- 
tect Expensive  Shoes   by   Wearing   Rubbers 
and  Overshoes  Which  Cost  So  Little. 

It  is  almost  as  great  a  surprise  as  it  is  a  relief  to  find  that  rubbers 
and  overshoes,  almost  alone  among  necessities,  cost  no  more  than  before 
the  war.,  The  relief  grows  when  we  think  of  the  way  shoe  prices  are 
soaring,  and  realize  that  by  wearing  these  inexpensive  rubbers  we  can 
lengthen — probably  double— -the  life   of  a  pair  of  shoes  that  cost  five  or 

six  times  as  much.

Rubbers  have  not  gone  up  in  jptrioe  because,  though  labor  costs  more 
and  the  cotton  and  chemicals  used  in  their  manufacture,  have  increased 
50%  to  100%,  the  rubber  itself  actually  costs  less.  This  remarkable  con- 
dition is  by  no  means  accidental,  nor  is  it  the  normal  result  of  supply  and 
demand.  Had  these  factors  been  left  to  themselves— had  the  British 
Government  not  stepped  in  years  ago  with  its  far-sighted  plantation  policy 
— rubber  would,  by  this  time,  be  selling  at  a  figure  that  would  make  other 
high  prices  look  tame.  For,  last  year,  the  World— outside  these  British 
plantations  —  produced  less  than  50,000  tons  of  rubber  —  and  used 
200,000  tons. 

Up  till  about  1908,  the  rubber  forests  of  South  America  and  Africa, 
producing  about  60,000  tons  a  year,  easily  supplied  the  demand,  and  raw 
rubber  sold  at  $1.00  to  $1.30  a  pound.  But  when  motor  cars  began  to 
multiply,  and  the  use  of  rubber  belting,  hose,  footwear  and  a  hundred 
other  things  kept  on  increasing,  the  consumption  of  rubber  grew  phen- 
omenally, quickly  exceeding  the  supply.  By  1910  raw  rubber  had  gone 
up  to  $3.00  a  pound  and  rubber  gooda  of  all  kinds  kept  pace.  Probably 
you  remember  paying  excessive  prices  for  rubbers  for  a  year  or  two. 

In  this  alarming  situation  relief  came— not  as  the  World  expected, 
from  synthetic  rubber  invented  by  German  chemists— but  from  planta- 
tion rubber  grown  in  Ceylon,  Sumatra  and  the  Malay  States,  with  the  en- 
couragement and  aid  of  an  Empire-building  British  Government.    ' 

These  plantation*,  begun  several  years  earlier,  came  into  tbe  market  m  1*10 
with  8,200  tons— 11%  of  the  World's  supply.  By  1914,  when  the  war  broke  out,  they 
were  producing  60%  off  the  total— and  controlled  the  situation. 

Then,  with  a  practical  monopoly  off  raw  rubber  and  absolute  control  off  the  seas, 
Great  Britain  was  in  a  position  to  supply  the  enormous  war  requirements  of  the  Allies 
and  to  cut  the  Teutons  off  Completely.  This,  off  course,  she  has  done,  but,  Instead  of 
charging  the  rest  of  the  world  high  prices,  as  aha  could  have  done,  the  British 
Government  actually  lowered  the  price  to  less  than  70  cents  a  pound  a  figure  be- 
low that  asked  before  the  war. 

This  means  a  substantial  saving  to  every  man,  woman  and  family  in  Canals  ■ 
a  saving  doubly  important  on  account  of  the  80%  advance  in  the  coat  of  shoe  leather. 
It  means  that  a  pair  of  rubbers,  coating  from  75  cents  to  $1.25,  will  practically  double 
the  life  of  a  pair  of  shoes  costing  five  to  ten  times  as  much. 

Under  these  conditions  it  certainly  pays  to  have  a  pah*  of  rubbers  to  fit  every 
pair  off  shoes,  heavy  as  well  as  light,  worn  by  every  member  off  the  family— for  nothing 
rots  and  destroys  even  the  most  expensive  shoes  like  wearing  them  in  bad  weather 
without  rubbers.  Besides,  a  rubber  that  fits  the  particular  shoe  on  which  it  is  worn 
looks  far  neater,  feels  better  and  wears  longer  than  if  it  has  to  serve  on  shoes  of  vary- 
ing shapes  and  weights.

Besides  the  saving  of  money  aad  Hie  invaluable  protection  to  health,  wearing 
rubbers  helps  to  win  the  war.  The  soldiers  MUST  have  leather  m  vast  quantities  for 
shoes  and  equipment— and  it  is  getting  scarcer  all  the  time.  So  every  pair  of  boots 
wa  save  releases  leather  for  military  use  and  is  but  a  fair  return  to  the  British  Govern- 
ment, whose  foresight  and  ffairntss  have  made  our  rubbers  so  cheap.

Britain  and  France.  War  nan  depleted 
the  European  herd*,  created  an  enor- 
mous demand  for  all  food  ♦  supplies, 
shifted  trad*  channels  and  created  con- 
ditions which  should  hare  an  important 
bearing  on  the  llveetock  industry  hero. 


Undoubtedly  the  shortage  of  labor  and 
enhanced  ocean  freight  rates  constitute 
k  difficulties,  but  many  of  these  difficulties 
face  some  ot  our  keenest  competitors. 
To  affect  an  entrance  Into  those  mar- 
kets of  an  increased  volume  of  Cana- 
dian products  and  retain  a  permanent 
place  there  la  vital  to  both  producer 
and  consumer  here. 

"Without  a  steady  demand  created  by 
an  oversea  market  and  therefore  mak- 
ing an  outlet  for  surplus  products  there 
will  Inevitably  follow  continual  uncer- 
tainty In  the  Canadian  markets  and  no 
stimulus  to  steady  and  Increased  pro- 
duction. The  Government  feels  strong- 
ly therefore  that  everything  nhould  be 
done  with  Its  power  both  to  foster  pro- 
duction In  Canada  and  to  develop  trade 
abroad. 

Standardised   Products. 

"One  of  the  vital  factors  in  the  suc- 
cessful developments  of  the  export 
trade  is  undoubtedly  the  standardiza- 
tion of  such  products  as  fresh  meats, 
bacon,  egg*,  ate.  'Unless  the  various 
commodities  could  be  placed  on  those 
markets  conforming  to  standards  such 
aa  can  be  relied  upon  by  the  overseae 
purchasers  it  Is  useless  to  expect  per- 
manence in  the  trade." 

"What  special  steps  have  you  got  in 
mind,"  the  minister  was  asked,  "as  to 
the  carrying  out  of  the  objects?" 

"It  will  be  Important,"  said  Mr.  Bur- 
rell, "to  have  some  man  representing 
Canada's  interests  in  these  matters  In 
Great  Britain  and  France;  some  one 
who  la  thoroughly  conversant  with  con- 
ditions here  and  who  can  keep  us  In 
absolutely  close  touch  with  market  con- 
ditions there.

Many  of  them  have  bought  homos  of 
their  own  since  entering  the  employ  of 
th*  company,  and  It  I*  doubtful  if  the 
employees  of  any  other  company  In  the 
country  can  ahow  an  equal  amount  of 
money  In  th*  bank  and  life  Insurance 
la  fores.' 

"Th*  Ford  Motor  Company  of  Can- 
ada, Ltd..  is  a  strictly  Canadian 'firm. 
It  operates  under  a  Canadian  charter 
and  manufactures  entirely  In  Canada. 
Th*  hoik  of  th*  capital  invested  la 
Canadian.  The  officers  are  born,  dyed- 
tn- the- wool  Canadians,  and  so  are  moat 
ef  the  employee* 

"Th*  Ford  corporation  may  not  hav« 
n  sonl  In  th*  strict  meaning  of  ths' 
word,  hot  It  has  a  perfectly  worked 
out  Iden — which  Is  perhaps  another  form 
of  seat.

Brassnt  Wasteful  Methods.   > 

"During  the  last  Summer  ws  have 
made  Investigations  as  to  th*  loss  and 
waste  occurring  In  the  present  method 
of  handling  and  selling  livestock.  We 
hope  to  assist  in  the  elimination  of 
some  of  the  waate  through  Injury  to 
meats  and  in  hides,  now  chargeable  as 
a  direct  loss  to  the  Industry.

It  Is  also 
true  that  some  abuses  have  crept  In 
and  we  have  thought  It  will  be  both 
desirable  and  necessary  to  exercise 
soma  legislative  control  In  these  mat- 
ters, and  see  no  reason  when  such  step 
is  taken  why  we  should  not  secure 
the  confidence  of  operators  and  farmers 
alike. 

"In  respect  to  Intelligent  service 
which  we  organised  some  months  ago  I 
need  only  say  that  we  are  getting  valu- 
able results  and  ara^gradually  perfect- 
ing our  arrangementa.  We  have  co- 
llated the  support  of  the  agricultural 
press  in  all  theee  matters,  and  by  con- 
ference between  our  officers '  and  the 
bankers,  railways,  packers  and  farmera 
we  are  endeavoring  not  only  to  secure 
co-operation  from  these  sources,  but 
have  abundant  reason  for  believing 
that  the  whole  country  Is  recognising 
the  great  economic  importance  to  Can- 
ada of  all  these  questions  at  this  spe- 
cial   time. 

"Naturally  we  should  wish  to  co- 
relate  our  work  with  all  these  bodies 
and  with  the  provincial  department  in 
order  that  by  the  co-ordination  of  all 
efforts  something  like  a  national 
programme  could  be  effectively  devel- 
oped. , 
To  Bxtend  Froducttoa. 

"Following  what  has  already  been 
done  we  shall  continue  our  efforts  to 
secure  the  preservation  of  female  cat- 
tle, to  decrease  the  killing  of  calves. 
and  generally  to  extend  cattle  produc- 
tion. We  expect  to  enter  on  a  com- 
prehensive movement  to  stimulate  hog 
production  with  a  view  of  securing  a 
permanent  bacon  trade.  Similarly  with 
eggs  and  poultry,  particularly  In  West- 
ern Canada,  where  there  now  appear* 
to  be  a  special  prospect  of  greatly  ex- 
tending thl*  indsatry. 

"The  full  and  successful  develop: 
ment  of  both  production  and  export 
trade  can  only  oome,  and  the  Govern- 
ment recognises  this,  by  organising  In 
such  fashion  that  railways,  financial  In- 
stitutions and  other  Industries  In  Can- 
ada shall  co-operate  with  agriculture  In 
a  common  programme  to  place  the  na- 
tion's business  In  a  secure  position 
upon  the  world's  market  as  against  ths 
competition  of  other  countries  whose 
organisation  to  the  same  end  ws  most 
be  fully  prepared  to  meat."

A  new  centre  Is  In  prospect  for  the 
exhibition  of  motion  pictures.  The 
scene  is  in  the  North  and  West,  on  the 
remote  islands  of  the  Bering  Sea,  the 
great  Prlbilof  seal  rookeries,  where  a 
few  white  men  and  natives  guard  the 
htrds.  A  recent  bulletin  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Fisheries  says:

Department  of  Mines  in  Re- 
ceipt of  Full  Text  of  Report 
of  Investigations  Into  Com- 
plaints From  Comox  Mine, 


Crew  of  H.  M.  S.  Otranto  Now  on  Visit  to  Local  Waters 


The  complete  text  of  the  report  re- 
cently presented  by  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners which  wae  appointed  under 
the  legislation  passed  at  the  Uet  eeeeton 
of  the  Houee  to  Investigate  complalnta 
of  men  employed  In  the  ooeJ  mlnee  be- 
lay ueere  of  certificates  of  competency 
Illegally  eecured.  haa  bees  lesued  by 
the  Department  of  Mlnee.  The  Board 
vu  oompoeed  of  Chief  Justice  Mac- 
donald,  of  the  Supreme  Court;  Mr.  R. 
It.  Hlndmareh,  of  Nanalmo,  appointed 
Try  the  Minister  of  Mine*,  and  Mr.  Itob- 
ert  Henderson,  selected  by  the  minora 
of  4Se  Comox  Colliery,  from  whence 
came  the  complalnta  to  the  department. 
Two  caeee  were  Investigated.  The 
commissioners'  report  alao  lncludea 
tome  recommendations  aa  to  needed 
amendment  In  existing  legislation.  The 
report  was  as  follows: 

"The  Board  of  Investigation,  com- 
posed of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Juettee 
Maedonald,  Robert  R.  Hlndmareh  and 
Robert  Henderson,  appointed  under  this 
Act,  to  enquire  in  the  matter  of  the  al- 
leged Improper  holding  and  using  of 
certificates  of  competency  by  coal  min- 
ers in  the  Comox  Colliery,  operated  by 
the  Canadian  Colliery  (Dunamnlr  Lim- 
ited), at  Cumberland,  B.C.,  begs  to  re- 
port as  follows: 

"The  Board,  after  due  notice,  held  Its 
sittings  at  Cumberland,  commencing  on 
the  2»th  August  last.  During  the  in- 
vestigation the  chairman  repeatedly 
pointed  out  that  the  Inquiry  was  of 'a 
public  nature,  and  that  all  persons 
having  Information  pertinent  to  the 
matter  were  invited  to  supply  same;  but 
this  request  did  not  produce  any  re- 
smlts. 

"Counsel  appointed  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mines  to  asslsV  the  board 
brought  to  its  attention  two  oasee 
where,  apparently,  certificates  of.  com- 
petency had  been  Improperly  used.,. 

"On  the  7th  of  April,  1902,  a  certificate 
of  competency  as  a  coal  miner,  No.  F 
608,    was    Issued    to    My    Tein;    and    In 
February,    1915,    a    coal    miner    bearing 
this  name,  and  working  in  one  of  the 
mines  of  the  Colliery,  wae  convicted  of 
an  Infraction  of  Rule  II.,  sa.  (d)  of  the 
'Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act'     Upon  this 
fact  being  reported   to  the  Department 
of  Mines  such  certificate  was  cancelled. 
In  December,  1914,  a  substituted  -certifi- 
cate, No.   0693,   had  been  issued  to  My 
Teln    on     the    ground  that  his  original 
certificate.    No.    F668,     had     been    loot; 
and  this  substituted  certificate  was,  at 
the  time  of  the  cancellation  referred  to, 
and  still  le  outstanding.     Upon  the  list 
of   miners     employed   at     the  different 
mines   being   scrutinized.    It   was   found 
that  there  was  a  miner  by  the  name  of 
My   Teln   working  In   No.    7   mine.     He 
was  summoned,  and  gave  evidence  that 
he  had  never  been  convicted  of  any  of* 
fence  under  the  'Coal  Mines  Regulation 
Act.'     This  statement  was  corroborated 
by  an   Independent   credible  witness.   If 
thus  became  apparent  that  two  persons 
had  for  a  time  worked  under  the  same 
certificate,  and   that  the  genuine  miner 
was  entitled   to  hold  and  uoe  the  sub- 
stituted certiflate.     The  bogue  miner  Is 
no  longer  working  In  this  colliery,  bar- 
ing left    the   locality   shortly  after   his 
conviction.     The  evidence   is   Important 
as  showing  the  ease  with  which  a  per- 
son, eo  inclined,  could  obtain  the  certi- 
ficate of  a  miner,  then  change  his  name 
to   suit    the    circumstances,    and    obtain 
employment    In    a    coal    mine    without 
being   duly   qualified.     The   opportunity 
of   accomplishing    this   fraudulent    pur- 
pose has,  however,  become  greatly  les- 
sened by  the  special  rule  passed  In  De- 
cember,  1914,   requiring  coal  miners   to 
deposit  their  certificates  of  competency 
with  the  owner  before  they  can  obtain 
employment  In  a  mine.

the  great  Navy,  the  Empire's  bulwark,  and  for  Kitchener's  great 
Army — consequently  we  can  only  secure  what  can  be  spared  from  the 
overplus,  if  any. 

We  can  buy  plenty  of  "Merino  Woo*,''  and  good  Merino  Wool  at 
that,  but  not  of  the  quality  we  have  always  used  and  intend  to  always 
use  lor  "CEETEE"  Garments.

we  did  aat  trust  la  Qed.  Why  blame 
Ood  for  the  war  when  we  did  hot  trust 
Him  and  do  our  duty?  Even  after  tba 
war  had  been  raging  for  months  aad 
tba  outlook  seamed  gloomy,  responsible 
statesmen  la  our  Empire  exemplified  the 
puffed  up  spirit  of  pride  by  declaring 
that  wtr  could  WM  the  war  by  a  volun- 
teer army— without  resorting  to  eon- 
sorlptlon— whereee  It  was  apparent  to 
the  thoughtful  that  universal  service 
meant  universal  sacrifice,  which  wa*  re- 
quired before  we  bad  a  right  to  ask 
Qod's  help; 

Taking  all  human  factors  Into  ac- 
count, the  Germans  should  hare  won 
the  battle-'  of  the  Merne,  conquered 
rranoe  In  a  few  months,  gained  control 
of  th*  shares  Of  the  English  Channel, 
and  had  England  at  their  mercy  before 
the  pew  army  Wad  ready  or  equipped.

We  wore  granted  a  respite;  time  to 
expiate  our  alns  by  oacrtflca  As  far  as 
I  can  learn,  tba  British  hare  rieea  to  the 
occaaloo,  aad  the  other  parte  of  the 
Empire  have  riafibdia,  if  aat  as  well 
as  Britain,  at  least  in  a  wonderful  man- 
nor.  aad  ws  would  bo  justified  In  asking 
Ood  to  give  us  aad  ear  Allies  victory 
over  oar  enemies  it  seems  to  ma  that 
our  clergy  aat  ministers  are  somewhat 
too  diffident  la  their  prayer*,  too  general 
and  aat  apeelfle  enough.

They  learif- 
ed  hundreds  of  years  ago  In  Burop*  that 
however  fine  voluntary  •nltstment  may 
look  In  theory.  It  le  a  very  poor  thing 
to  rely  on  in  practice.

pect anyone  to  accept  such  a  sweeping 
assertion  Without  at  least  a  modicum  of 
evidence.  We  should  at  all  times  be 
willing  "to  give  a  reason  for  the  hope 
that  Is  within  us,"  and  I  ara  prepared 
to  sit  at  the  feet  of  no  dictator  and  to 
believe  that  something  Is  true  simply 
on  the  strength  of  his  ipse  dixit 

The  Bishop  is  doubtless  familiar  with 
the  results  of  modern  Biblical  criticism 
although  he  may  Ignore  anything  that 
has  been  done  along  that  line  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  human  reason  la  respon- 
sible for  the  splendid  work  that  has 
been  accomplished.  It  Is  now  a  Well 
established  fact  that  the  Gospel  ac- 
cording to  John  Is  positively  unreliable 
in  any  attempt  to  secure  a  true  concep- 
tion Of  the  life  and  teachings  of  Jesus. 
aa  It  is  really  a  treaties  on  religious 
philosophy,  snd  csnnot  be  treated  In 
the  same  way  ae  th*  first  three  gospels 
The  synoptic  gospels  era  our  only  ■*£* 
guide,  and  In  these  Jesus  deals  with 
the  simple  questions  of  ethical  oonduot. 
The  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  which  sums 
up  ths  wbols  of  his  teaching,  does  not 
contain  even  the  remotest  suggestion  of 
a  doctrine  of  atonement.  Jesus  had  th* 
spiritual  perception  to  see  that  If  men 


If  conduct  be  conceived,  es  concerning 
our  fellow  beings  solely,  trow  can  for- 
glVsness  or  atonement  affect  its  re- 
sults? Bad  conduct  must  still  bs  injur- 
ious to  the  actor's  character  and  to 
those  affected  by  It  I  know  it  will  be 
said  -  that  there  can  be  no  forgiveness 
without  repentance,  which  Is  an  Indis- 
pensable condition  for  th*  Improvement 
of^the  wrongdoer.  But  even  then,  how 
does  that  help  Uie  Injured  one?  Those 
who-  sank  the  IiUsitanls  may  have  re- 
pented, but  that  does  not  restore  the 
victims  to  thslr  bereaved  families  nor 
undo  the  distress  caused  by  that  hor- 
rible event.  There  may  be  a  Ood  who 
may  forgive  those  responsible,  but  the 
act  was  lnfsmous  Juat  the  same  On 
the  other  band,  how  can  man  act  con-, 
trary  to  the  designs  of  Omnipotence,  or 
interfere  with  the  well-being  df  the 
Absolute?  And  If  men  can  sin  against 
his  creator,  who- but  that  creator  could 
Invent  sin? 

And  If  tlil*  atonement  for  and  for- 
giveness of  ein  doss  not  encourage 
wrongdoing,  how  Is  It  that  all  societies 
take  measures  to  punish  wrongdoing? 

These  Ideae  of  sin  against  super- 
natural beings,  and  atonement  for  suoh 


perience  as  well  ad  wsking  experience 
wss  thought  to  represent  real  event*. 
Offerings  of  food,  etc.,  were  made  to  thoee 
who  had  passed  to  the  land  of  dreams, 
and  any  mishap  that  came  to  the 
dreamer  was  thought  to  signify  that  he 
had  been  lax  In  his  offering*;  things  of 
more  Importance  muet  be  sacrificed,  so 
valuable  animals,  and  oven  human 
beings  were  often  the  victims.

The  theology 
of  the  Apostls  Peul  has  been  a  serious 
stumbling  block  In  the  way  of  true 
ethical  progress,'  and  if  the  church*  in- 
stead of  spending  Its  energise  in  dis- 
seminating meaningless  intellectual  sub- 
tleties, had  sought  to  point  men  to  the 
salvation  taught  by  Jesus,  namely 
through  ths  development  of  true  ethical 
character,  the  world  might  have  been 
saved  from  much  of  the  sorrow  and 
tribulation  that  now  weighs  so  heavily 
upon  It.

testified  that  he  did  not  swear  Llthy. 
but  had  only  asked  him  to  affirm  hi* 
statement.  Mr.  C.  P.  Davie,  appearing 
for  Lithy.  pointed  out  that  perjury 
could  not  be  based  on  an  'affirmation 
not  following  the  exact  wording  of  the 
Canada  Evidence  Act.  The  bench  there- 
fore discharged  Mr.  Llthy  without  catl- 
ing on  him  for  a  statement.  Further  ac- 
tion, If  any,  would  probably  emanate 
from  the  Attorney-General's  office.  At 
present  Mrv  withy's  name  still  stands 
on  the  list.  The  case  aroused  a  good 
deal  of  interest  and  much  sympathy  le 
felt  for  Mr.  Llthy,  who  Is  a  quiet,  un- 
assumlng  man,  one  of  those  who, 
through  the  accident  of  Germany  an- 
nexing.
